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The E piſtle to the Reader. 


O feede thy fancie with friuolous fables gentle 
Reader as to tell thee of drowlie Endimion,who 
deſired of Iupiter, to ſleepe perpetuall : or Epi- 
menides, who in ſeeking his fathers ſheepe, tooke 
a nappe of fortie and ſeuen ycares long, or thoſe 
ſeuen ſuppoled Saintes, whom the golden Le- 
gend reporteth to haue ſlept two hundreth yeares 
and odde is no part of my purpoſe. But rather as 
one in grieſe of conſcience, forthe zeale of my 
God, what in me lyeth, to wake and ſtirre rp thoſe wicked and ſin full 
ſluggards, whom the curſed ſerpent in Paradice, aboue fiue thouſand 
fiue hundreth ſixtie and two yeares paſt, applying not the finne of the 
ſea calfe to their heades, but that inchaunted apple of perdition to their 
hartes, hath ſo venoumouſly infected with contagious poyſon of 
iniquitie, and lulled fo ſoundly a ſleepe in the careleſſe cradle of ſecuri- 
tie: that neither the golden belles of Aaron, the thundring trumpe of 
Eſay, the well tuned ſumbals of Dauid, the pleaſant harmonie of the E- 
uangeliſts, nor the ſweete comfortable pipe of Chriſt himſelfe, could 
once as yet allure them to repentance and amendment ot lite: trulting 
that God by this my plaine rough Summons, penned without teare, or 
fatterie,ſhall now in the dawning of the day, ring ſuch a pcale at the 
dore of their conſcience, as ſhall either moue them at length to loue 
him in his mercies, prouoke them to feare him in his iuſtice, or leaue 
them vneccuſable in the day of vengeance. Butof all the ſinfull crue 
of napping ſleepers in generall, is lately reuealed ynto vs, one notable 
and peſtiterous ſect eſpeciall: moſt odiousto God, grieuousto his 
Church, dangerous to the State, and noyſom to the common wealth, 
of whom the holy Ghoſt by the penne of the Apoſtles , hath moſt lo⸗ 
ningly forewarncd vs: deſyphering them in their colours, with titles 
corre{pendentro their manners: as couctous boſters, diſdainefull moc- 
kers, falſe accuſers, murmuring complainers, diflembling hipocrites, 
Authors of ſectes, and deſpiſers of authoritie: hauing a ſimilitude 
of godlineſſe, but haue denyed the power thereof, in whom Sathan 
hath transformed himſelfe into an angel of light, whoſereſtleſic rage 
doth manifeſtly ſhew the ruine ot his kingdom at hand. Theſe vndera 
colour and ſhadow of religion , ate ſo vehemently ſet on fire to ſhake 
off the yoke of obedience,and ſeeke innouation: as nothing is thought 
tollerable but what they like, and what they allow muſt onely ſtand 
for law: whereby the church is torne in peeces, authotitie contemned, 
vice aduanced, vertue neglected, and all men in opinion wondertuily 
diſtracted. Looke where they do loath, euetie mite is made a monſter: 
euerie gnat, a cammell: and euerie trifle a tteipaſſe, which mult de cuti- 
ouſly ripped vp, and made open to the view of the world. But where 


they like, mountaines ate no moates, nor beames no blemiſhes; lone 


muſt couer the multitude of ſinnes, and all thinges ſinotheted vp with 


a ſhew of holineſle. Their pretence (as the Captaine ſaithſis to marre

the Prelate, the aunelent graue Paſtors, reuerend Fathers, and chiefe 
ow of our Church: the middle corde of that threetold cable, the one- 
y anker ſtatte and ſtay of our common wealth : much like thoſe taue- 


tate, ſoꝛelate, ning wolues, which by no mcanes would enter league with the poore 


and pcopie. 
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ſlieepe, vnleſſe their Maſtiſſes (whom they teared) were deliuered vnta 
them: but dangerous was that peace, and ſimple were thoſe ſheepe, to 
yeelde their dogges to ſuch as ſought to pray vpon their carkaſle, They 
teſemble in diucrs points that notable and preſumpreous crue, lack 
Straw and his fcllowes, who being diucliſhly inſenced with mutation, 
ptetending a cauſe of libertie, ſtirred vp ſuch trouble & ciuil diſcention 
in chis land, as nothing could appeaſe, vnleſſe the king would graunt 
to put downe all the nobles and prelates, reſeruing onely a few to be of 
his counſell, and the raſcall table of begging Friers, to liue of the peo- 
ples deuotion : much like the prelacie which theſe new deuiſing 
church-founders ate now ſo deſitous to haue eſtabliſhed ; who 
muſt be no Biſhops, to beare the ſtate and title of honor, but ſuperin- 
tendents to controll Princes: no beneficed men, and why! becauſe it 
bringeth a charge, as frutes, tenthes, and ſubſidies to her Maieſties co- 
ters, hoſpitalitie to their neighbors, and generall reliefe to the poore: 
but mult liue popularly with their feete vnder other mens tables, and 
their tongues tyed to other mens purſes. But lack Straw was taught to 
know how horrible athing it was, once to lift yp cither hand, tongue or 
hart againſt the Lordes annointed, or doc his Prophets any harme, by 
ſheathing the Maior of London his dagger in his boſom. So woulde 
theſe be learned to vnderſtand, that the word of God doth teach, and 
our Engliſh lawes command, obediently to honour the Prince, and re- 
uerence the Prelate. To conclude{gentle Reader) I raue only thy triend- 
ly cenſor without patiralitie,not forgetting the good Hermit, who ha- 
uing three of his friendes come to vilit him, tor want of better dainties 
to entertaine them, beſtowed on euerie of them an olde apple, halfe pu- 
trified with ſpots, The firſt friend, to ſhew his affection, Ceuoured his 
apple hartely, ſound and rotten together as it was. The ſecond, more 
nice then wile, becauſe his was ſported in part, difdainctuily threw a- 
vay the whole, The third, making choice of the belt, reiected onely 
the reſt. So doe 1 wiſh thee, not with the fuſt friend, to deuoure the 
badde with the good : neither with the ſecond, tocalt away that is 
good becauſe of ſome bad: but with the third, to accept aad vſe that is 
wholcſom, and teſuſe that is lothlom .

Againe in ſome places, it is taken to fleepe in ſepulchro, in 
the graue, as Dauid and Salomon ſlept with the Fathers: 
Behold ſaith Job, I muſt lepe in the duſt, and Saint aule 
ſaith, the faithful that are dead are fallen a ſleepe in 


= thatflerpe which the Apoſtle doth here ſpeake off, is to 
—_ in ignozance, darkeneſſe,and ſinne. The way ofthe vn- 
rte called dartzeneſſe aud ſhadow ol death.

b —— 4 —— and aer hid 60 dee 
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him a king: but after when he began to rebuke their navrhtie 
manners, they defired to haue him crucificd : euen ſo in theſe 
dapes, our daintie eares can hardly abide to heare our vices 
touched, much like the fooliſh Aſe,that when he is a loading 
ſtandeth ſtocke (till, but in taking the load of his backe, doth 
vearke out behind. It may aptly be ſaide vnto our people, 
as Partiall the Poet ſaide once to his friends, My friendes 
(ſaith hee) pou will imbolden mee to ſpeake the truth, and 
the truth is this. that you can not abide to heare the truth; he 
therefoze that will boldly vtter his conſcience without feare 
oz flatterie,ſhall hardly eſcape without imminent daunger: 
notwithſtanding how odious and deſpiſcd ſoeuer Gods Pꝛo⸗ 
phets ſhall me to the epes of the woꝛld, they muſt not bee 
afraide to ſpeake the truth, and beat downe the infection of 
finnc and wickedneſle, how dangerous ſocuer it bec fo: Lot 
to repꝛoue the filthineſ(: of the Bodomites, pet muſt hee not 
teaſe to ſay, I pzay you my bzethzen do not ſo wickcdly. 
Though it coſt John Baptilt his head, pct mult bee not fo2- 
beare to ſay vnto Yerod, Jt is not lawfull foz thee to haue 
thy bꝛother Philips wife; though Nathans meſſage ſeeme 
neuer ſo perillous, yet mult he not be afraid to ſay vato Das 
uid, Thou art the man, it is thou that haſt done this deed. C- 
lias muſt not be afraid to ſay vnto Achab, Jt is thou and thy 
fathers houſe that hath bꝛought this plague _ Iſracl.Jo- 
nas mult not refuſe to cry out inthe ſtrœtes of Miniuie, pet 
remaineth foztie dayes and Niniute ſhall be deſtroyed. Dur 
Sauiour Chzilk ſent fozth his Diſciples as (heepe amongſt 
woolues, J haue giuen thee a face of bzaſſe,as hard as a fint 
one, that thou ſhalt not be afraid to tell mp pcople their ius 
and offences,ſaith the 1Lozd. As Chailt himſclfe tooke all our 
ſinnes vpon him, ſo ought euerie good chziſtian to take the

ment doth follow. killeth the ſinner that man hath made, and 

ſaucth the man whom God hath made, Wee readein the 

Goſpel, of ccrtaine people that were poſſeſſed with dinels, Mar.: 6.9. 
which Chzilt himſelfe caſt out, and gaue power to his Dif, Mat. 10.1. 
ciples to doe the like: but A think in no age from the begin- 1.4 36. 
ning was there euer ſo man poſſeſſed with diuelich ſpirits, * 
as in theſc our miſerable dapes. In old time Agar was moze 
frnitfull then Sara: and in our time the Church is ſo barren 
andthe woꝛld ſo fruitfull to bzing fozth huge warmes of 
wicked impes, that hard it is to nde one cozner, calling, 02 
kinde of life without them. We reade of ſcuen pꝛincipall oz 
captaine diucls, wbo haue alwaies bazne a great ſway a- 
mongſt men. The firſt called Lucifer, the diuel of pꝛide and £cay.:,. 
pꝛeſumption: The ſecond, Belzebub, the Loꝛd of enup and Matz. 
malice, The third, Sathan, the maiſter of wꝛath and diſdaine: Luk. 22. 
Che fourth. Abadan, the patrone of oth 4 idleneſſe: Che fift, ry 
Pamumon the father of couetouſnelſe and ſimonie: The ſixt, 3 — 
Belphegoꝛ, the God of gluttonie and dꝛunkenneſle: and Lhe woll. 
ſeuenth, aſmodius, the ruler of lecherie and whozedom. And Tob. ;. 
Whoſocuer is infected with any of the ſaide vices, be ſure he is 

polleſſed with a great diuel, which mult of neceſſitie bee caſt 

but, oz cls of fozco the man mult periſh: And ſurely þ Clergte Luk. 13.3. 
of long time haue beene very carefull and diligent in diſchar⸗ 

ging their duetie herein, ſo as the immoꝛtall ſeede of the Go- 

ſpel ſince the Apoſtles time was neuer moze plentifullp 
ſown,not withſtanding the (mall teſtimonie of amendmẽt de⸗ 
liclarethit to be rather known then kept, the people are ſo lo- 

utaly linckt in league with the dinel, their eares are ſo deafe, 

their ſences ſo dull, their wils (o obſtinate, t their harts ſo bar⸗ 

ren, that they haue neither ſence to taſte,ſtomackes to diſgelf, 

no; harts to credit, except it feede their filthy infected humozs. 

I thinke if the pzeachers ſhou!d goe in ſackcloth like Clay, oz RH 
withirons about their neckes like Jerimie , pct were there 1cremc. 23, 
{mall hope of amendment, It thoſe good auncient Fathers 

who complained ſo gricuouſly of the wzetchedneſe of their 
tune, did ſce the hozrible abuſes and vile cozruption of our 
age, they would wonder at our _ and burſt out in teares 
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at our miſerie, oꝛ if Saint Paule himſelfe were here now fo 
ſee our pittileſſe dapes, when charitie is growne ſo cold, and 
humanitie almoſt foꝛgotten, no doubt he would wonder, and 
ſay ſurely theſe people are poſſeſſed with diuels, they lleepe in 
finne, and it is high time to wake them. 

And ſirſt to begin with the great rich giants and couc⸗ 
tous pꝛowling coꝛmoꝛants ofthis land: aboundante of welth 
hath ſo be witched their vnſatiable mindes in taking ſuch ro⸗ 
ting in their flintie harts, that neither the feare of God, the 
infamie of the woꝛld, noꝛ hel mouth that gapes fo; them, can 
once ſtaunch their greedie deſires: there is ſuch ioyning of 
houſe to houſe, ground to ground, ſteld to field, land to land, 
farme to farme,and liuing fo liuing, to maintaine their pzouy 
backes, golden heades and coltly thꝛoates, ſtill ſcraping foz 
ſuperflaitie , that the pwze can not haue to aide neceſſtie, 
the ouef wallowing in welth and flowing in pꝛoſperitie, the 
other wzeftling with neede + like to linke in miſerie. They 
haue power to get riches, policte to keepe them, and time to 
poſſeſſe them, but want harts to vſe them, ſo as the moze gods 
they haue. the mozethey deſire, and leſſe good they doe. A 
munber haue too much,but none haue tnough, hauing ſo 
much doings, that they can doe nothing well. They ſwell 
with intollerable pꝛide and enuie, oppʒeſſing their pooze bze- 
thzen,fome by fo:ce like L ions, and (ome by fraud like forcs, 
fo that if rich A chab beginne once to frowne, all weſtminſter 
hall and other places to helps, can not ticepe pooze Naboth 
his vine parde. Againe, they build great go2geous houſes, 
as though they ſhould line foz ener, and ſurfet with erceſſe 
of diet, as though they ſhonld dye to mozrow, being leffe cha- 

ritable then the dinel himſelle, who deſired to haue Cones 
turned into bꝛead: but they turne and conuert beefe 4 bzead 
that was wont to fede the pooze, into ſtones : bzanerie,and 
haue bꝛought the common wealth to common miſery:the ſee · 
ly waetched ſoules map feeds their eyes with gazing , but 
their bellies may ſterue foz food. The goodesof ch2iſtians 
by right ſhould be pztaate to no mant luſt, but common to e⸗ 
uery mans need acco2ding to their ſtate and calling. But 
they are pzodigally ſpent in vaine e and lupertluitie. 
and made intiung baites to dzaw men to ſinne at their plea-

ſure, and repent at their leiſure, Yypocriſy and ſuperſtition 
did bleare the eyes of the Papiſtes ; and ambition and cone- 
feouſaes putteth out the epes of the Pꝛoteſtantes. In times 
paſt, he that held by violence that was not his owne,oz con- 
uerted other mens goods to his owne be, oz ſought either by 
fraudulent oꝛ violent meanes to take away others landes oz 
lininges, was accounted a theefe,and the lawes pꝛeſcribed ſe⸗ 
uerall puniſhments, and kinds of death, acco2ding fo the qua» 
lit y of the offence : but if there were commiſſion graunted at 
this day to hang vp all ſuch therues and robbers, J thinke we 
ſhould rather want gibbets, then theucs to furniſh them: 
theſe are no doubt poſſeſſed with 4Þammon that great mai- 
ſer diuel, they ſeepe in nne, and it is high time to wake 
them:either they thmie there is no God, oz J mult thinke 
they are no men: what meane you my bzethzen and countri⸗ 
men? will pour couetous mindes neuer be (atiſffed z Chʒiſt 
hath redeemed vou from the wozld,and will you till be part- 
ners with the dinel in poſſeſſing the world? it will hoztly 


away t periſh bcfoze your exes, and will you ſtill make er 


— What madneſle is it to repoſe your felicitie in 


that which is nothing els but troubles to your bodies, diſqui⸗ — 


etnefſe to your mindes, cares to your harts, inticements of 
vice to pour childꝛen, ſiedes of enuy to your neighboꝛs, and 


without danger, noz leſt without griefe: golde is called the 
batte of ſinne, the ſnare ol ſonles, and the hoke of death, and 
aptly compared to a fire, whereof a litle is god to warme a 
man, but to much will burne him vp altogether - couetouſ⸗ 


neſle is the ret of all enil, there is nothing woꝛſe then a coue . Tim. g. 
tous man ſaith Jeſus Birach nog a moss wicked thing then , 


to loue money,foz ſuch a one euen his ſoule to ſell: a co⸗ 
ue tous mans is called þ diuels mauth. The chariot of 


touetouſneſſe ts ſaid to be carried of foure wheecles of vices, * 


churtiſhneſſe,faint courage, contempt of God, and fozgetful- 

neſſe of death: it is dzawne by two hozſes, called grædy to 

catch, and holdfaſt: the carters that dziue if, called deſire to 

baue, and his whip loth to fozgoe. If rich wozldlings would 

waigh with them ſelues, the great wealth they poſſeſſe, and 

the litle good they dos withall, _ intollerable cuils —

occaſion to pour enimies, neuer got without trauel, kept hs 
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ue committed, and how much better they might haue done, 
w apt they are to offend, and how dow to amend, they 
would be aſhamed to liue,and in great feare to dye: Jt is hard 
ſaith our Sauiour, foʒ a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of hcauen, they are moze hardly conuerted vnto God then 
poze men, foz thzce cauſes; ficſt, fo: that pꝛide is alwaies ans 
nexed vnto riches: ſecondly, the hart of a rich man is choked 
with wozldly cares: thirdly, foz as much as they are indued 
with tempoꝛali comfozts,they haue (mall regard vnto ſpiri⸗ 
tuall conſolation: woe be vato ſuch greedy wozlblings and 
fat bulles of Baſan as conetoufly gather together euil gotten 
gods, that they may ſet vp their neſtes on high to ſcape from 
miſtoꝛtune, they wallow now in wealth and pꝛoſperitie like 
pampered oren pꝛeſerued foz the day of laughter, which kicke 
at their duetie, bꝛeake the hedge of their boundes, and runne 
where they liſt : but without ſpedie repentance they ſhall 
ſhoztly be turned into hell, and all the people that fozget God. 
Coe be vnto the pꝛoud welthy rulers in Sion, that ſit in the 
chaire of wilfulnefſe, and lye vpon ſoft couches and beddes ol 
Juozie,ſelling their birthright with Cſaw foz the potage of 
plcaſure,foz they (hall be ſoze puniſhed, Goe to now you 
rich wozldlings and Ramsof the flocke which liue herg in 
pleaſure and wantonneſſe, ſaith the Xpoſtle , Weepc and 
howle foz the miſeries that ſhall come vpon pou, fo; the day 
is at hand when you mult ycelde account of cuerie pennie 
which you haue recciued and were put in truſt withall: when 
without ſpeedie repentance your welth and pꝛoſperitie ſhall 
be turned into ſcarceneſſe and penurie, your jop andgladnes 
into ſoꝛtew and heauineſle, your mirth and pleaſure into la- 
mentation and mourniig,your peace and ſeturitie into mis 
ſerable calamitie, and your daintie diet into weeping, wai- 
ling, and gnaching of teeth,fire aud bzunConc, lloꝛme and 
tempelt, this ſhall be your poꝛtion to dzinke, what pzofittcth 
it a man to gaine the whole wozld, and yet looſe his owne 
ſoule. It a noble man ſending his ſeruant about his affaires, 
hall commit his money into his hands vpon truſt, with a 
commandement in wꝛiting how to lap it out, thus much vp⸗ 
pon ſuch a thing, and thus much vpon ſuch: if that ſeruant 
when his maiſter ſhall call him to account, hal (ay vnto —

ſaith Salomon, doth follow liberalitie, ſo that he which is lt- 
berall to the pooze, ſhall nener want - and dayly experience 
teacheth how God doth continus!ly blelle the good houſe kce⸗ 
per with great plentie, when hard patching pzowlers haus 
often ſuch ſcartitie as all men wonder how they waſte it. 
Another intollerable miſchiefe , is that incurable cans 
ker ot vſuite, which hath bzought many an honeſt man to mi⸗ 
ſerie. It is the-cffice and duetie of a good Chziſtian , whom 
God hath inriched with plentie to be alwatesreadie and wil- 
ling to helpe,comfozt and relieue his pooze needie neighbozs 
in diſtreſle, either by liberall giuing, oz charitable lending. 
Che law of nature doth teach it, the rule of charitie doth will 
it, and Chʒiſt himſelfe doth command it. Wlhat ſoeuer you 
would that men ſhou!d doe vnto you, doe euen ſo bnto them, 
foz that is the law and the Prophets. If thy bzother bee im; 
poueriſhed and fallen in decay, thou ſhalt relieue him, thou 
ſhalt open thy hand to thy pooze bzother,andlend him ſuffi- 
cient foz his neede. I om him that would bezzow, ſaith our 
Sauiour Chzilt,turne not away thy face. Ye that hath pit- 
tie on the poze, ſaith Salomon, he lendeth vnto the 1 
looke what he laieth out, it hal be paide him againe, Seeing 
then, that God himſelfe the authoꝛ and giuer of all good blel⸗

5+ 
that pzeſently he dycth:cuen ſo the bozrowing vpon viurie 
ſemeth (weet fo2 the time, but in the end, the vencmous in- 
fedion therof wil ſo runne thzough his ſubſtance, that all that 
be hath will ſoone be conuerted into debt. Thele are the de⸗ 
nouring caterpillers of p common wealth, whole cares, in re- 
ſpec of any godnes, are as deafe as a doze naile, their cies as 
blinde as a beetle, their harts as hard as a flint ſtone, t their 
poutch as gredy as hell mouth. In vſurer is woꝛſe then Jus 
das, who after he had ſold Chziſt hut once,repentcd,4 reſtozed 
the money againe: but the vſurer ſelleth him in bis members 
contingally,t yet neuer repenteth noꝛ reſtozcth the money as 

ane;he is compared to infectious lepers, vnmeet foꝛ any chꝛi⸗ 

an aſlembly,oz to a noyſom hog,foz j he is neuer pꝛolltable 
till he die, that his friends may ſtriue fo2 his wealth, the 
wo2mesfoz his karcaſſe, and the diuels fo2;his ſoule. We are Tian: 
taught in the holy ſcriptures.to rcica him that is an heretike, = 
after the firſt ſecond admonitio,as a fircb2and of hel,know- 
ing that ſuch a one, is perucrted,+ ſcemeth cue damned by his ed ad 
own iudgement. Ind foꝛaſmuch as the vice of vſut xis direaly "T7 
againlt the commandement, e vet moſt wilfully  obſtinatly 

zactiſed after ſo many t ſo vehement admonitions, J thinke * ; 
it verily in thoſe that haue bcene ſo often warned, a nne as ink 2 
gainſt the holy Gyo, which ſhall neuer be pardoned,neither \ 10h. 5. 16. 
in this woꝛld. noz in the woꝛld to come - but cuen as Lucifer Pal. ;. 
was caſt dolone from heauen, into the hoꝛrible dungeon of 
hell koʒ pꝛide: ſo ſhall they be caſt head _ downe from the 

carth 
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earth, fo frye in hell toꝛments fo2 touetouſneſſe: So lothſom 
was that filrthie bzood in times paſt, that they were cxcom⸗ 
municat, as vnawo2thie to come in any chꝛiſtian congregati⸗ 
on, noꝛ ſuffered to be buried in chꝛiſtian mans buriall: and 
if they fell in pouertie, it was not la wful koꝛ any man to re- 
lieue them, neither might the minilter in time of ſickneſſe 
reſoꝛt to exhoꝛt them, but they were ſuffered to ve like dogs, 
as they liued. Some thinks to qualifie the offcnce, by taking 
ſomewhat leſſe then oꝛdinarie: but we may not ſceme wiſer 


then the holy Ghoſt: there is no moze meane in this vice, then 


is in theft. adulterie, and murther: de that ſtealeth a pennie, 
is a theefe as well as he who ſtealeth an hundzeth pound: he 
that commuttfeth foznication but once, is guiltie as well as he 
who hath offended a dozen times: hee that killeth but one 
man, bzeaketh the law as well as he who hath killed twen⸗ 
tie: and he that taketh but a pennie of gaine, is an vſarer as 
well as he who taketh ten pound, Though the dogge bite 
ſozer then the flca,yet the flea bitcth. Adam thought it but 
a (mall offence to bite the appte , bat he was baniſhed from 
Gods pzeſence foꝛ bzcaking his commandement. 
Some would cloke their vſurieby fraudulent bargaines 
and ſales, but though ſuch ſubtile wozlblinges voide of all 
conſcience, charity and feare of God , be neuer ſo crafty and 
politike, to ſceke ſome meanes by wꝛeſting of law, to runne 
beadlong to the deuill, pet God will not be mocked : truth is 
truth, and falſhod is falſhod. Wlhatſocucr is lent ont either 
in money 02 wealth. il the lender receiue moze in gaine then 
be deliuered out, it is vſurie: the alteration of the title, voth 
not take away the bavdneſle of the vice. Dome, to anoide the 
name of an vſurcr,deny to lendany at all, who in flzeing of 
Sylla fall vpon Charibdis,and in ſtead of an vſurer become a 
manſlayer.Zhec commandement hath two bꝛanches, to lend, 
and to lend without vſurte: ſo is there two waies foꝛ couetous 
rich woꝛldlings, to runne beadiong to hell, the one by lending 


vpon vlurie, and the other in not lending at all: and to dye foz 


it, they will thither either by the one way oz the other: and 
ſ&ing they will ncedes goe, J thinke it better to ſend them 
that wax, by which other may haue ſome vſe of their money, 
then to ſtop the way cleane vp. Thele vſurers (no ye 
polleſled 
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poſſeſted with ſome great maiſter dinel: they ſleepe ſo ſound⸗ 
ly in ſinne, that hard it is to awake them, and therefoze to 
them ſelues J leaue them. 

Some thinke the bozrower fo be an offender as well as fer. ;. 
the lender, but J am not ot that minde, foz God knoweth Kay. 24. 
pooze ſoule, whereas he is enfozcedthzough extreeme neceſ- 
titie, without any euil intent, would be glad to bozrow free» 
ly: but he ts conſtrained fo pꝛap hartelp, and pap dearely:and 
ſo long as the minde and intent is not defiled, ncſinne is com- 
mitted, as a woman that is abuſed by fozce againſt her wil, 
oꝛ he that being in peril vpon the ſeas, caſteth his goodes out 
ofthe ſhip to ſaue his life, oz he that is beſet with therues.gi· 
ueth his purſe freely, left his thzoate ſhould be cut violently, 

The next grien2us abuſe in this land, is the coꝛruption 
ol iuſtice, by meancs of ta many ambitions lawiers, who 
ſwarme as thicke now, as the Friers in times paſt, and are 
as covetous as they were ſuperſtitious:and as thoſe wilfull To offend 
beggers were maintained of denotion and charitie, and the the good 1 
marchants are enriched thzongh pꝛide and bzanerte : ſo doe Mane not, 
thefe line by malice and ennie, by whom our good lawes are — ang 
abuſed, as though they had beene made rather to enrich thoſe may not. 
lawiers, then foz execution of iuſtice, and become like ſpider 
webbcs, where great flies paſſe eaſily thꝛough, but litle flies 
are ſtrangled:oꝛ as a batte to catch birds: the lawiers are the 
foulers,the iudge the net, and the pooze clients the birdes-fc; 
though their cauſe be neuer ſo platne and ſure, pet were he 
much better to giue halle the pꝛite of his coate at the firſt, To (el tuſtics 
then to defend the whole thzongh bziberie and cozruption of © intolic- 
tuſtice: ſo long as their clients continue in grealing their vn- ——_ 
ſatiable handes with vngue atum rubrum, they ſeeme fo ;; either bite 
fcele their matter, incourage them to pzocecde, and extolling very oz plane 
their cauſe,as though the day were alreadie wunne, till they knauerie. 
haue dzawne all the money cut of their purſes, andthe mar- 
row out of their bones: At laſt when all is gone, fo as they 
ceaſe to feeve them, as the crow doth her bꝛattes, then ware 
they colde as a ſtene, and finding one cauell oz other, ſend 
them home to agree amongſt their neighboꝛ s: ah ſwles, ſo 
they might haue done befoze, They are much like a bꝛamble 
but ſtanding in the midſt ofa _ ficlde, whercunto the 
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pooze ſheepe, in time of colde ſtozmes, runne foz ſuctour 
and harbour ſo long, till at laſt by litle and litle being robbed 


offended,and of their flæeces, are ſent away naked. There is a pꝛetie ſtozie 


puniſh the 


of a blinde man, who carried about his fellow being lame, 


pe that ne- theſe in the way by chaunce finding an Dilter, fell at debate 
uer offended. 1141 of them was molt wozthie to haue it, the one aledging

bis eyes, the other his legges: at laſt agræing to be iudged by 
the next man they ſhould'mete, happened vpon a lawier, 
who taking vpon him to end the ſtrite, opened the Oiſter, 
gaue each ol them a ſhell.and eate the meate bimſelfe. Thus 
vnder a cloake and colour of iuſtice, thep haue pzowled and 
ſcraped together the chicfe welth and fatte of the land, to the 
ſpoile and vtter vndoing of many an houeſt pooze man, 
whole pꝛoud goꝛgeous attire,doe plainely ſhew, they intend 
to robbe a ſoꝛte of contentious folcs purſes to pay foz them, 
by whom they are maintained toſwimme in ſilkes, while 
themſelues doe roiſt in ragges : theſe lawicrs therefoze, are 
ſurely poſſeſſed with ſome great maiſter dinel, they ſleepe in 
ſinne,and it were moze dangerous then p2ofitable foz me to 
awake them: but J will pꝛay vnto God to connert oz con- 
found them. All ſuch whoſe beginning is pꝛide and ainbition, 
molt certaine their end will be ſhame and confuſion, 

Not to keepe the law, is iniquitie, and not to mitigate 
the law, is tyzannic: pittie without equitie, is plain partiali⸗ 
tie: and iuſtice without mercie, is extrecme iniurie. 

Cozrupt lawiers. no doubt, are a ſcourge of God, ſent in 
the old age of this froward wozld,to plague ſuch wzangling 
and contentious men, as ot an obſtinate, wilfull,and malici⸗ 
ons ſtomacke, rcfuſe to haue their matters ended at home a⸗ 
mongſt their quiet neighboꝛs, accoꝛding to Gods law: foꝛ as 
ſinnes and diſobedience doe increaſe, ſo are puniſhments and 
miſeries heaped one vpon another. 

There came on a time befoze Alexander Seuerus, two 
ihziſtians p2oudly contending and accuſing each the other, 
whom the good Cmperour foꝛbad to name them ſelues chu⸗ 
ſttansany moze,foz that their pꝛide and malice declared them 
to be no followers of him whom they pzofefſed. But if Alex · 
ander did ſ& how maliciouſly the people ofour age, doe vere, 
tolle an turmoile one another in the law, not fo; cozrection of 
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euſl manners, but rather that one may enidy the goods and 
poſſe ſſions ot another, without either right, conſcience, 02 
charitie:ſome neuer at quiet with themſelues vnleſſe t hey bg 
at ſtrife with their neighbozs,and then ſceke to abuſe law and 
iuſtice, as a cloake, to purge their crooked ſtomackes, where 
ſome pay ſo deare ſoꝛ a purgation, that he is conſtrained to On pooꝛe 
live innuſerie all his life after: he might well thinke and ſay, wan opp;ets 
Surely theſe people are not inſpired with the ſpirit cf God, ang another 
but rather poſlelled with ſome great captaine diuel, they ſlcepe by violence, 
in ſinne, and it is high tune to wake them. Yet ſome are en⸗ 1 ike a con⸗ 
foꝛted either to trye law. oz loſe right:to whom there be foure — rame 
thinges requiſite. Firlſt,a iuſt cauſe. Secondly, a true aud 4 che run. 
faithtull Counſellcr to pleade the ſame. ZThirdly,a full purſe prou. 25. 
to fade the lawiers, And fourthly,a ſure friende to ſolicit his He that of

Amongſt a number of intollerable abuſes in this com · combe and 
mon wealth, the coꝛruption of negligent officers is not the thzine ag « 
leaſt, Che office of gouernement is of many deſired, but of da w. 
few well executed: they p2ofelle equitie and inſtice, pet will Tuſſer. 
neither take wꝛong, noꝛ doe right. They are apt and rtadie 
to reuenge euerie litle trifle committed againlt them ſelnes, Peach. j. 
but regard not moſt grieuous offences committed againſt 
God: againſt him they fagour, the truth will not be heard: 
but againſt him towardes whom they haue conceiued ſome 
ſecrete diſplcaſure, they will not ſticke to ſet handes and 
ſcales. They ſuffer all the countrie to be choked and vered 
with filthie whozemongers,dzunken maltwozmes, and idle 
vagabonds, whercas the filth of a pziuic, the ſtinke of deads 
carrion,and the oꝛder of Cities do not ſo much infec the aire, 
as that curſcd crue infeceth the common wealth: and yet 
theſe hozrible vices remaine till niſhed,bozne withall, 
and lightly paſſed ouer,ſo long till they are growne almoſt 
incurable. Againe, they make a difference betweene the of- 
fences of rich men, and pwze men: the one is ſoꝛe puniſhed, 
the other foꝛ a p2tute bꝛibe ſcapethfre, ſo that pzinate com- 
moditie banilyeth generall 22 the law is tozne in 
3 -peeces 
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pecces, ſo as right and iuſtite can take no place. Chꝛiſtians 


arc oppꝛeſſed by tyzannte, violence bearcth ſwap, might ouer- 
goeth right: the pooze are deſpiſcd,the wicked aduanted, vice 
vnpuniſhed, vertue varewarded, and good lawes viierccu- 
ted, and therefoze better vnmade. 

Dat veniam coruis, vexat cenſura columbas. 

Vea Veraclites would laugh to ſce great thæues hang vp 
litle thenes: And Democritus werpe to ſer vicious men ex⸗ 
tolled, and vertnous men dildained: they haue turned true 
iudgement into bitterneſſe, and the fruite of righteouſneſſe 
into wozmewood, In Iſrael might none be choſen a Rab- 
bine till he could ſpeake ſeuen languages: but J thinke a 
number of out oſfice ra, are rather policfſcd with ſeuen diuels. 
Solon being aſked what beſt pꝛeſerued a common wealth, 
quoth he, when ſubiccs obey the uragiſtrate,and magiſtrates 
the lawes: but they fleepe in ane themlelues, and ſuffer o⸗ 
thers ta doe the like , andtherefoze it is high time to awake 
them: Fozalmuch as cfficers appointed in authozitie to 
gouerne in the Church oz common wealth, doe not execute 


the iudgement of man, but of God himſeifs , who ſexethtbe 


berie ſecrets ofthe hart, who hath neither reſpec of perſons, 
noz reteiueth bꝛibes, it ftandeth them in hand to bee wile, 
diligent,and circumipect in their callinges, to examine by 
law, direc by — and — by —— to kepe e⸗ 
quitie, and de liuer the oppꝛeſled: fo; as which goucrne 
well, art accounted wozthie of double honour , ſo are thoſe 
that neglen their duetie, wozthie of double puniſhment. Mer⸗ 
cie is graunted tothe lmple, ſaith the wiſe man, but thoſe 
that are ſet in authozitie, ſhall be ſoꝛe puniſhed, 

Though our pzeachers haue berne verie painefull and 
diligent in diſcharging their duetie in ſome meaſure , yet is 
there noted a great fault in many who haue gone ſo farre in 
ſeeking reſazmatian in done, that the people are growne 
to a plaine defozmation in life and manners: againe, they 
make greatouteries againſt vice in generall termes, but ei⸗ 
ther they dare nat 02 will not tell men their particular fanlts 
to ther faces: againe they are verte vehement, and hote as a 
tolie in repzchenfion,amongſt the inferiour ſoꝛt where ſmal- 
ic offences are, but in ſpeaking agalalt exto2tion, 1 
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lion. bꝛiberie i ſuch other hozrible crimes raigning among@ 
the luperiaꝛ polvers, theꝝ are verie faint, and cold as a ſtone. 
And as a learned man lame once, they are like cockes nipped 
with kites clawes, they cackle, but they crow not: againe 
they haue gonc (0 farre beyond the boundes of mode ſtie, in 
learching andripping the blewuſhes and infirmities of their 
fellowes in open place, as their calling is almoſt vzought to 
an open contempt. W@pirituall paſtozs amongit aur cidera, 
were had in great eſtimation and credit, but in theſe our 
wzetched dayes, they are rather diſdained,cmmed and de ſpi⸗ 
ſed,in lo much as though a graduat in ſchooles, 83 a gentic 


befoze him. And as the foure cardinall vices in the ſuperioʒ 
ſoꝛte befoge touched, are mo@ gricuous to the people, and 
cauſe ofgreat inconnemence in the common wealth: {there 
be thꝛee ſoztes of men moſt gricuous tothe Clergie, and the 
chiefe cauſe of that intallcrable contempt to their function. 
The firſt ſoꝛt are,couetons Patrones, who are ſo great- 
ly infected with the golden dzopfie,as their Church danes wit 
not be opened without a ſilner keye : hes that will þ 
church liuing (what other god gifts ſoeuer he bee t 
withail) he muſt ncedes binge this learning with him, to 
know who was Þelchtz2decks Father and Pother, oz elsa 
diſh ol maiſter Latuncrs appirs,02 be may cough foz any be- 
nefice. The Pꝛophet Daum being witling to ſhew kandnes ** 
bato Yammon,as bis father Nahas had ſhewcd fauour tu 
hun,ſent bis ſeruants to comfo2t him in his heauinefſe : but 
the pzinces and nobles of Ham, perſwading him that they 
were ſpycs ſent to ſearchthe cittie, tooke Dauids ſernants, 
and ſhaucd off halfe their beardes,and cut off their garments 
hard by their buttockes, and ſv ſent them away, And cuen 
in line maner doe greedy Patrones deale with the pooze mi⸗ 
niſters, whom Cod hath ſent vnto them with the Goſpcil of 
peace,gelding, paring, pouling and cutting off the beardes 
and ſkirts of church liuings, ſo as chey are made but ſeruants 
and flaues to their Patrones, and b2oaght ſo bare ſoz the 
molt part, that theyhane notfſufficicut to maintaine _ 
1 lucs 
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ſelues with thinne diet and ſimple clothes, and live out of 
debt, no able to giue a dzaught of ſmall dzinke at their dooze: 
ſo as after their deteaſe, a number of their wiues and chilozen 
map gos begge their bꝛead. In times paſt, not onelp the pa- 
piſts of a blind zeale, but alſo the verie heathen, haue bene al⸗ 
waies verie beneficiall and bounticull to their pꝛieſtes and 
ſoothſapers. Pharao was a cruel tpzant, pet in the time of 
famine, he had a ſpectall care foz his pzieſtes, Jeſabel a moſt 
wicked queene, yet ledde ſhe dayly at her table foure hun- 
dzeth of ber graue pꝛieſtes: the popiſh clergie, whole doctrine 
was nothing but deuices and fancies of men, were holden in 
ſuch reuerent eſtimation,that nothing was thought to much 
o2 to good fo2 them, but the pooze miniſters of the Golpell, 
bzinging the glad tidings of ſaluation,are contemaed, deſpt- 
ſed, reuiled and defaced,and their liuings pinched, bzibcd, pol- 
led, pined and grutched at: euerie litle being thought to 
much foꝛ them, and made a pꝛap to euery catchpoll and pel- 
ting officer, that if it were not foz the fauourable kindnefſe of 
our gracious louing Nucenc,a number had ere this day beene 
conſtrained to leaue their function, and flie their countrie foz 
want of lining. It is wꝛitten, that Dioniſius comming into 
a temple where Images were clothed in coſtly coates of ſil⸗ 
uer and golde: Theſe garments (quoth he) are to heauie foz 
ſommer, and tm cold foz winter: and ſo taking them away, 
clothed them in linſey wolſie. theſe ( quoth he) are moze light 
fo: ſummer, t warme fo winter. And euen in like (ozfe both 
Patrone and people in theſe dapes doe ſerke, what poſſible 


they can, to ſpoile the Clergie of tithes. lands, and all church 


liuinges, and thinke a cloake of linſey woolſie good inough 
foz them: not like innocent ſherpe that willingly peld their 
fleeces, but nopſome Goates that ſtrike with their hoꝛ nes. 
Che good olde benefactozs ars gone, and new ſtartvps, who 
neither feare God noz diuel, ſupply their place. Abzaham, 
Lot, and Job we haue not: Captaine Coznclius, and old fa- 
ther Thoby are blacke Swannes amongſt vs, Clias can not 
finde his hoſtes of Sarepta: Paul the purpurelſe, noz Peter 
the tanner: but manya charliſh Nabal and greedy coʒmo⸗ 
rant to pinch and pꝛoll from vs what poſſible they can: theſe 
Patrones therefoze are ſurely poſleſſed with ſame * 
N awe 
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taine diuel, they flepe in inne, and it is high time to wake 
them. the Ambaſſado2s of an earthly pzince, being ſent 
in friendly manner to his ſubtects,ſhould be ſo vnconrteonfly 
entertained, as a number of Gods meſſengers are in En- 
gland, no doubt he would be renenged . Jf thoſe that ſolve 
doues deſerued to be whipt out of the temple, ſure our church 
pollers who ſell the temple it ſelfe,as Judas ſold Chziff, de- 
lerue to be hanged vp in the temple. 

Che ſecond ſozte, are an intollerable crew of double fa- 
cedofficers,put in truſt to ſee the pzinces lawes obſerued, et- r . 
cleſtaſticall diſcipline executed, and contemptuous perions 21 
puniſhed, who pꝛiuilp, both fauourmg, furthering, and main - Tyre gu 
taining the cauſes ofdiners diſoꝛdered and ſeditions ſchiſma - wil not griue 
tikes, that boldly thꝛough their ſufferancet, dare pꝛeſume to although the 
controll,gaineſay and ſtand againſt her maieſties lawes eſta, galled doe 
bliſhed,to feed whoſe humozs doe commonly vie, under the Won 
title of an exhoꝛtation to the clergie, in their accuſtomed aſ- 2. Tim. 3. 
ſcmblics, at ſinods anv{generals, to ſeeke in open place with 
bitter inueciues, diſdainetull gloſes, and moſt odious termes, 
to diſcredit and deface them, beating into the peoples heads 
there pꝛeſent, that their paſtozs are no better then ignoꝛant 
alles: meaning all ſuch as ſhew themſelues obedient to pub⸗ 
like oꝛder, whereas in truth to ſpeake in generall, there was 
neuer a moze learned clergie, in any Church ſince the Apo⸗ 
ſtles time, then now in England, inlomuch that the meaneſt 
ſozt, foz the moſt part, are better able to teach and inſtruct the 
plaine people of their pariſh, m faith and good manners then 
moſt of thoſe ſpitefull ſpurring officers, are to ſpeake in ſuth 
a learned audience. à ſe no reaſon therefoze why they ſhould 
be likened vnto alles,. ex:ept foz bearing ſo quietly the heauie 
burthens and intollerable crtoztions which thoſe grerdie 

zowling cozmozants doe daply lay vpon them, being ſo pin⸗ 
ched and pꝛowled, that their verie liues are bitter vnto them, 
otherwiſe they are not ſo like the nature of Aﬀes as them 
ſelues are like the nature of fores, whereupon this queſtion 
map ariſe, whether aſſes oz fores be moze tollerable beaftes 
in a common wealth: theſe peeutth officers therefo2e,are poſs 
ſeſled with dfuels,they loepe in nne and it is high time to a- 
wake them: the Loꝛd ok his mertie conuert them, oz cls of his 
iuſtice contound thein, 
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Che third cauſe of contempt in the minifferie, is this: 
Wheras in times palk,the Church had but few teachers, and 
many learners:it is now giuen to haue many teachers, few 
learners: It was thought in olde time, there were but ſenen 
wiſe men amongſt the Crakes,+t we thinke now there is not 
ſo many foles amongſt vs. Ws all glezic ot our knowledge, 
and pzeſume of our wiſcdom, and this commeth to paſſs 
though the number of ſchollers in this land, who doe not 
onely increaſe and multiply dayly without meaſure, but alſo 
foz want of right choice of god nurture þ greater ſo2te being 
fantaſticall, wilfull and waiwarde, whole wittes being ſtrai⸗ 
ned againſt kinde, become diſozdered, diſquiet and ſeditious: 
fo; it is hard to make ſtraight by arte, that which is made 
crooked by nature, when learning and eloquence is graft in 
a wꝛangling, ſtubbozne and contentious diſpoſition, it is a 
dangerous thing: foz as in a god man, learning is the ar- 
mour of vertue, ſo when it hits in a wicked perſon, it is able 
to woꝛke much milchiefc. It is ſaide, that foles ſet neighs 
bozs at variance, but a malicious perſon haning witte, lear- 
ning, and a plauſible tongue, is able to ſet kingdoms by the 
eares:one ſcabbed ſhepe will infect a whole flocke, and one 
terring ſtring, bꝛingeth a whole noiſs of muſicke out of tune, 
and one bufle headed foole, that is learned, able to bzing a 
whole cuntrie out of all quiet ozder : and as to few b2eds 
conſumption,ſo to many,bzede ſurfets: foz certainly, thers 
is no moꝛe noiſom member in a common wealth,then a pꝛo⸗ 
felTed ſcholler vnbeſtowed fo liue by his p;ofeſſion : his con- 
ceitc is loftie, and his life loitering, whole idleneſſe ingen⸗ 
dzeth diſdainefulneſſe to labour, which thzongh long ſuffe . 
rance, mult needes in the end,grow to ſome great inconueni⸗ 
ence. By this meanes the Church is peſtered with a ſozte of 
baſe vaineglozious fœles, puft vp with a certaine ſpirituall 
pꝛide, thzough a vaine opinion concetued of them ſelues,cue- 
ric one haning a church plat oz common wealth in his hcade, 
whe delpiſing the iudgement of their elders, runne on rachly 
befoze them, till they haue fallen into intollerable erroꝛs, and 
hauing a great deſtre to be taken foz ſingular wiſe men, zea- 
lous p2ofeTozs and diligent bilders, loke grim i bigge with a 
hautic ſtearne countenance, much like a windie ens — 
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of zeale, they rouſe and rage without all meaſure, mach like 
new wine, which without ſome vent, is like to bzcake the 
caſke, as though Gods ſpirits infozcedman to paſſe þ bounds 
of chziſtian modeſt ie. Theſe,like evil birdes that beray their 
owe neſte,o; hatefull ſnatching curres, neuer ceaſe barking 
and railing in open audience at their fellow miniſters, yea 
and ſuch as their faults 4 blemiſhes being rightly waighed, 
are fewer in number and lighter in waight then their own, 
Whoſe innocent lines are able to confute their viperous flan- 
ders, vtterly deſpifing all thoſe in whom they ſe any inũrmi⸗ 
tie of man, as though themſelues were ſome airie ſpirites, e⸗ 
ſpecially,ſuch as they perceiue moze pleaſant oz ſociable of 
nature,oz moze delighted in mirth honeſt paſtime fo2 their 
health and recreation, then agreth with their own Stoicall 
diſpoſttion, v2 if his gifts in pꝛeaching, dos not altogether ſa⸗ 
tiſffe their fantaſticall humozs,and his doctrine applyed to the 
ſeditious vaine, though the man be neuer ſo honelt in life and 
conerſation,noz ſo carefull t᷑ diligent in diſcharging his duet 
accoꝛding to his talent, pet in the epes of theſe vehement acs 
cuſers, de is but a dumb dogge, ſalt without ſauour, a bell 

without a clapper,a nda fœder without fod: the chilozen (ſay 

they) doe cry foz meat, but he hath none, neither fo; him ſelfe, 

noz them, except they will haue loaues, as though he coulds 

dos nothing but caſt the Bible at their heades. @ucha 

wiſe reaſon made that late ſpꝛung vp heretike Bzowne, a 

bꝛother of theirs, when hee compared Tod to a man that 

loued potage well, that as a man might bee glutted with to

dlowne bladder,and caſting off the poke of obedience, haning 
a pꝛide to be peeuiſh, neuer ceaſe bzawling and bzoching of 
new franticke follies,ſpzeading of ſects, and ſolving of con- r 
tention in the Church, being further wzapt in deuotion, then = 
they can paſſe thzough with deſcretion,and vnder the colour 


many pstage, ſo might God with our pzaters often ſaide: 


thus they accuſe without truth, indge without authozitis, 
and condemne tvithont tryall, whereby the pooze miniſters 


of the Church, whs of a god conſcience, doe keepe them 
ſelnes within compaſle of ozder, and indenour to coutinus 
the people in dus obedience to the ſame, are deſpiſed, de- 


faced , and ſhaked vppe in you! audience, euen as 
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they were moſt grieuous and notozious offenders, yea Jela- 
bell was neuer moꝛe madde againſt the true Pꝛop hets, He⸗ 
rod againſt the innocents, noꝛ the Scribes and P hariſies as 
gainſt Chꝛiſt himſelfe, then theſe leuere cenſoꝛs are againſt 
their pooze bzethzen, to bʒing them into hatred and diſcredit 
amongſt the people, to the end, that by one meanes oꝛ othcr, 
they might hitch them out of their liuinges,and inioy it them 
ſelues, Yea ſuch is the miſerie of our da pes, when youth are 
fo fantaC.call to inuent, and age ſo ſenſeleſſe to credit, that 
the one is bzought info foles paradice, and the other into o⸗ 
pen dotage, being thought a thing ſeemely and tollerable foz 
a yong ſcholler of (mall learning, and [Ne witte, befoze hee 
be either ripe in knowledge, gouerned in life, oz refozmed 
in manners, to pzicke vp into the Pulpet bluſhing like a 
blacke dogge, to controll, diſcredit, and deface the auncient 
graue Biſhops, and reuerend learned Fathers of the land: 
much like as a pꝛoud beardleſſe boy ſhould ſit in a chaire 
with a rodd in his hand, teaching: and . Xuguſtine and 
Chꝛiſoſtom to ſay their leſſons : In whoſe iudgement they 
are but laſie loiterers, dum dogs, popiſh doctozs, men plea- 
lers, and their Churches no better then dens of theues,being 
growne ſo farre paſt ſhame,and voide of all humanttie, that 
now they fall from reaſoning, to plaine rude railing,ſcoffing, 
iarring, deriding, and thꝛeatning of buffets, with bent filtes: 
in ſo much as no (fate oz degree can ſcape their venemous 
tounges. They loke like Lyons, leere like Fores, biſſe like 
Adders, barke like Dogs, and if they durſt, they could bite 
like Tygars: Ss maliciouſly meaſuring other mens doings 
by the crokedline oftheir owne indignations, that A thinke 
if wiſe Salomon and learned Paul were here in theſe dapes: 
The one would be taken foz a fole, the other foz amad-man, 
Dumbe Dog is a great woꝛd in their mouthes: that Sermon 
where Dumbe Dog is left out, is not wozth a pin, it fitts not 
their faney : foz why? their whole felicitie, is in barking and 
fnatchinge , yea rather then ceaſefoz wante of other, they 
would barke at the Mone and Deauen Starres : They are 
much like the Dog that Cicero ſpeaketh off, that being ſet in 
Capitolio, a Tower in Rome tofray thenes, left the therues 
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ok life, tendes onelp to this end, to dꝛiue the Queenes ſubiects 
to a lothſomencſſe and miſltking of the pꝛelent gouernement, 
and oꝛder eſtabliſhed to dilcredite her Maieſties ſupꝛemacie 
ts deface her miniſterie 4 contemne her lawes, to ſurfeit the 
Church with Schiſmes,x the common wealth with factons. 
And it wiſedome in time do not pꝛeuent it, then follie in tri- 
all will ſurely repent it: to vſe the laudable ceremontes of the 
church, they make it an hainous offence ; but in diſobeying 
the Pꝛinces lawes , backbyting their ſupertours , landering 
their bꝛethꝛen, diſquieting the Church, abuſing the office of 
godly pꝛeaching by their vaine ſeditious pꝛatling, they make 
no offence at all: they ſeeme very diligent and ſtudious, but 
it is rather foꝛ nouelties, and varictie to make an eloquent 
ſhowe, that by the perſwaſible woꝛdes of mans wiſedome 
they may delight itching earcs,then foz ſound doctrine to con- 
ucrt ſinfull heartes,they vſc cunning perſwaſions with faire 
golden phꝛaſes, but as Abſolon did to tcale away the hearts 


of the pcople from Dauid: they pꝛotlaime publike faſtinges, -.; 


but as Jeſabell did to kill Naboth, foz vnder colour of refoz- 
mation, they (&ke to robbe God of his honour, the Pꝛince of 
her due, and the Clergie ol their liuinges : being as is ſuppo⸗ 
ſed inſtrumentes of ſome others, who by theſe meanes ſeeke 
to make the Church a marke to ſhot at,and a carcaſſe to pay 
vpon, to the ſpople , ouerthꝛowe, ⁊ vtter confuſſon of church 
lcarning, religion, and all, Deuiſers and fanciers were neuer 
god epther foz church oz comon welth, ſo Judas vnder a pꝛe- 
tence of holineſſe, deſired to haue the oyntment ſolve foz a 
great ſumme of money to releeue the poze withall : but his 
purpoſe was to get the money into his owne bagge, ſo was 
it pzetended that the lands of Abbots, Colleges, and Chaun- 
tries, ſhould haue bene imployed to the inriching of the king, 
maintayning of ſcholes, and relcuing the poze,but they are 
put to maintaine pompe, pꝛide, and ſuperſluitie: faire wozds 
and wicked deedes deteiue both wiſe men and foles, _=_ 
when vnder the name of a ſermon, theſe great builders haue 
tolled their fantaſticall doctrine , ſuch as Peter never plan- 
ted, noꝛ Paul ncuer watered, befoze the light belceuing mul - 
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ſpittingiont kheir poyſon with cutting girds dildainkul gliks, 
and pzetie beting nips, againſt oꝛders eſtabliſhed , Biſhops, 
Miniſters, Magiſtrates and all, ſo far as they dare: then liks 
vnto the late rebels that roſe in the Nozth, in the end of their 
traiterous pꝛoclamations, to blind the multitude,p2zay fo the 
Quene. full coldly e craftily God wot : and fozalmuch as all 
is done vnder the title of pzeaching, whatſoeuer they ſay, all 
is taken in gadpart , and greatly commended without con- 
fronlment 02 doing of puniſhment. 

Chele arc not thoſe dumbe dogs which the Pꝛophet ſpea- 
keth ol, but thoſe barking cars, c pꝛoud, ſtubboꝛne, s diſobedi⸗ 
ent murmarozs, falſe accuſozs,authozs of ſecs, e diſpiſers of 
authozitie,which ß Apoſtle ſpeaketh of, thoſe foliſh P2ophets 
and falle diſſembling lpers that are wiſe in their owne con- 
ceites, followe their owne ſpirits, and ſpeake where they ſe 
nothing, which Clap t Ezechiell ſpeaketh of, and thoſe Pha⸗ 
raſaicall hipocrites , which ſay vnto thoſe thatcomenigh the, 
touch me not,foz J am holier then thou. : 

Theſe are no vnpꝛeaching Pinilters, but rather vnmini⸗ 
— — : foʒ ſo they map haue as great lozdſhip : ſu⸗ 
perioꝛitis ouer their pariſhes, as þ pꝛinte hath ouery realme, 
the Biſhop oner his dioceſle , oz the Pope in time paſt oner 
the church, to teach what doctrine they fancie, eſtabliſh what 
lawes they like and obſerue , what oꝛders they liſt , without 
confrolment, they are contented at Chꝛʒiſtes commandement 
to go f@2th and pzeach , but if hee will haue any ſacramentes 
miniſtred, he muſt go himſelf foz all them, fo2 it goeth againtt 
their conſciences. Theſe are no laſie lopterers, but diligent 
feeders, ſuch as John Leaden , Dauid Geozge » and Kntpper 
Doling in Germante, apt and readie to ſow Schiſmes in the 
Church,facions in the comon wealth, t ſet the countrie toges 
ther by the cares: they are not idle, but ſure they were better 
be idle, then ſs buſily occupied, in applying their wits by art e 
learning, to wozke diſſention e miſchiele in þ harts of the peo- 
ple: they fcede in derde, but their fods ts ſuch as can hardly be 
receined without danger: whoſe hipocritical puritie,churlih 
ſtearne countenance, diſdayning to giue mẽ their titles of bo- 
no2 , pꝛiuie conuenticles , E condemning our chꝛiſtian ozder 
in baptizing of znfants, do manifeſtly che lo the no * 
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t ſect of Anaba it if that reuerend : learned father 
8 — board now — — had not ſtept in in 


time, to withſtande their ſubtle deniſes, we had ere this day 1 1— 
felt as great hurly burly in the church of England, as was of '** * Tom. 


late peares by their pzedeceſſozs in the citie of Munſter. 


Mheſe are not hierlings in ſtead of ſhepheards, noz wolucs Maries ſer⸗ 
in ſtead of hierlings, but rather diuels in ſlead of wolues: foz mon at the 
if peacemakers be the childꝛen of God,ſure theſe diſturbers of Dynode at 


peace mult neds be the childz# of the dinell, they ſlæpe in ſin, 
t it is high time to awake the : yet by reaſon of their hipocri- 
fie  raightnes of life, (ach as be of contentions natures, do 
folow them x cõmend their doings. We nerd not now flee top 
Poet Homer foz his ayd in pzeſcription of þ Sirens , ſ&ing 
this our vnhappie age is ſo furniſhed with Marmaids, whoſe 
delicate tunes, pzetenſed holiacs and ſweet venemous intice- 
ments doo ſo tickle the itching cares of a ſozt of giddie headed 


people, as they doo thinke the rapt vp into the third heauen. — 
Wherby they haue hatched ſuch a vipcrous bzotherhod ofſy» chanted the 
—.— whelpes, both dog whelps,+ bich whelps,half ſaints dear 


dinels, with bulle dillentious heads, pꝛoud ſtomackes, 
wilfull wits,factions harts,bzaſcn faces, golden mouths, and 
(moth gloſing tongues , as this lande befoze time was neuer 
troubled withall,ſome (natching curres that bite befoze they 
barke:ſome barking ſhalts that would bite if they durſt: ſome 
fawning ſpaniels much like the flattering butcher , who gens 
tly claweth the Dre, when be intendes to knocks him on the 
head, They take great pleaſure and delight in coming to ſcr- 
mons, not as ſchalers to learne, but rather as Judges to con- 
troull,being growen ſo diners in maners,x+ variable in condi⸗ 
tions, that it is eaſier ſoꝛ a coke to pleaſe an handzed mouths, 
with one diſh of meate,then a pzcacher to 02der one ſermon to 
content a dozen heads:ſome would haue matters of faith han⸗ 
bled, ſome inuediues againſt Papiſtrie, ſome vices rebuked, 
ſome ſharpe + hotly, ſome gentle 4 coldly,all men other mens 
kaults, but no man his own faults: 4 as thcy diſagree in mat- 
ter, ſo do they in foꝛm, ſome like ancitt doctozs, ſome new wzt- 
ters, ſome would haue it poliſhed with logick 4 rethozike,and 
fone call p perſwaſible wozds ol mans wiſdome: ſome would 
haue ſtudie in ſermons,4 ſome a ſodains motion of the yn 
ons 


, 
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ſome would haue long Sermons, and ſome care not howe 
ſhozt, and ſome are ſo daintie and cop, that they can bzoke no 
fermons. Thus what by the infections crewe of Papilticall 
heritikes on the one ſide,and this peſtiferous ſect of Anabapti⸗ 
ſticall Sciſmatikes on the other ſide, the Church of God 1s 
greatly troubled and diſquicted , god o2der, the pale of our 
parke, 02 common wealth bꝛoken downe : And the death of 
Chzift ſo derrelp bought, in danger to be denourcd of a (o2t of 
Uolnes in lambes ſkins, and diuels in mens vizardes, halle 
Papiſts,and halfe Anabaptiſts, who, though in ſome points, 
the y ſerme to differ in opinions, pet in defying hir Maieſties 
gouernement, denying her ſupꝛemacie in cauſes Eccleſtaſti⸗ 
call, condemning her boke of common pꝛaper, and the pub- 
licke reading of the holy ſcriptures, with diuers other points, 
they topntly iopne togither as bzeth2en : and vnder a gloſing 
thew of obedience, like vnnaturall childzen, who at the com- 
mandement of an adulterous ſtepfather,are willing and rea- 
die to thꝛuſt their (wozdes into their mothers belly, liue ga⸗ 
ping foz a day fo vtter their malice ; at whoſe handes there is 
no other friendſhip, oz true heartes to be loked foꝛ. But as 
Nahas king of the Amozites , would haue made with the 
king of Jabes, by pulling out their right eyes, ſo nothing can 
refozme, content oz ſatiſfte theſe, except pcelding vp the au⸗ 
thoꝛitie of Cccleſialticall gouernement into their hands. And 
therefoꝛe, certaine they are poſſeſſed with ſome great maſter 
dinell, they ſlerpe in ſinne,and it is high time to wake them. 
Fozaſmuch as heretofo2e their opinions haue beene ope⸗ 
ned, their fantaſies deteded.: heir Hercſies confuted, and their 
argumentes confounded. And pet neither reaſon can leade 
them, authoꝛitie moue them, noz truth it ſelfe infoꝛce them 
to peelde, to confeſle their erro2s, and amend their manners. 
It is high time to tie them ſhoꝛter foʒ infecting of others: ſuch 
trees as lopping watering can not make fruitefull, muſt be 
cut do lone. When gentle medicines will not helpe, the Phi⸗ 
ſictan muſt vile bitter potions: when the greened place can 
not be baonen by plarſters, the Chirurgian mult lanch it, So 
when lenitie can not reclaime them, ſeueritie muſt cozrect 
them : ſo ſhall we haue moze religion, und leſſe contentation. 
Though our @amour Chꝛiſt commanded to par don our enc⸗ 
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mies, vet not his enemies: as to be angry with ſinne is not 
anger, but zealc; ſo to ſmite ſoꝛ offending God, is not to ſmit, 
but to cozrec to amendement: the liues of lewde men are a 
werte ſacrifice vnto God: it is a greater fault to let goe a 
Molle, then to kill a lambe in the flocke : and a greater of: Prou.17.: 5, 
fence to pardon arebell o2 a traytour , than to kill a true 

man: but theſe are not called rebels as they are,becauſs they 

are not hanged vppe as they ſhould : hee that hath a dogge 

that is a ſheepe byter, muſt by lawe eyther hange him vppe, 

oꝛ elſe pay foz the ſheepe that hee hath wearied, euen ſo the 

Chꝛiſtian Pagiſtrate, whom it hath pleaſed God to ſet in 

authozitie , and giuen charge to gouerne and defente his 

poꝛe ſhepe, knowing notozious byters lying in wapte to 

deuour them, mult eyther hang vp thoſe curres, oꝛ anſwere 

to God foz thoſe ſheepe that they doo wearie : the b2ydle 

(ſayth Salomon) belongeth to the hozſe , a whippe to the pon .; 
Alle, and a rodde foz the foles backe. Coꝛred a wile man prou. 17 1. 
with a nodde, but a fole with a clubbe : wee ſe that nodding 
will not ſerue, noz becking will not ſerue, noz wincking 
will not ſerue, it muſt be a clubbe, a hatchet, 02 a halter, oz 
elſe ſuch buſie headed fooles , as diſdaine to be ruled, will 
ncuer be quiet, till they may rule themſelues without con⸗ 
troulment. 

Their woꝛdes and reaſons vnto many ſ&me bigge in 
ſound, yet in truth are but ſmall in weight, great in ſhew, li⸗ 
tle in ſubſtaunce, full of terrour, voide of wiſedome, rather 
bugges to frap babes, then matter to mooue any aide Chzt- 
ſtian, great perſwaſions to ſeduce weake fieſh , vet not ſuffi 
cient to ſatiſfie conſciences , they may ſtirre vp conicaures in 
ſome vnſtapde bzaines , which like weake reedes will moae 
and wagge with cucrie blaſt of winde, pet not able to tape 
aſſurance in ſuch conſtant Chztſttan ſobieas, as ſtand firme 
and faithfull to God, their P2ince and countrie, like oakes? 
ſo that Yellebozus were moze fitte to purge their franticke 
bꝛaines, then argumentes to conſute ſuch tryfling errors. 

To proc de, our delicate and fruitefull countrie bath in⸗ 
gendꝛed a multitude of daintie and vicious people, pꝛoude, 
pꝛodigall walkers, miſerable pinching pꝛoulers, falſe diſſem - Icremic. 4.5. 
bling lpers, faire lokes, and ſmooth tongues without good 
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meaning, ſome cruell as tpons, ſome craftie as Fores , ſome 
rauenous as Wolues , ſome enuious as dogges, ſome les 
cherous as goates, and ſome filthie as ſwine ; the moſt part 
eyther Yipocritcs, wicked tucrs, oꝛ ignoꝛant of Cod, eue⸗ 
rie one in loue with his owne face like Narciſſus: the higher 
ſozt contemning their infcrious with ſnuffing ſcoꝛne, and 
the lower ſoꝛt lomaking their ſapertours with grudging 
ſpight : it is apde that a Cameleon can tranſtozme hims 
ſcife into all colours ſaue whitte , and our people haue all 
conditions (ane honeſtie: J thinke in Sodome was ncuer 
moꝛe filthineſſe, in Flanders mo2e dꝛonkennelle, in Creets 
mo2c lying, in France moze diſſimulation, no in Jewie 
moꝛe hypocriſie then is nowe pꝛadiſed in Cnglande , and as 
good men would gladly haue cuill men amended, ſo euill men 
had rather haue god men conſumed : the multitude of ſins 
ners haue ſo chaſcd away the ſhame of nne, that common 
wickedneſſe is taken fo2 no pꝛiuate offence: there is ſuch vn⸗ 
mercifull bzibing , oppꝛeſling, and wzinging the peoze , as 
though there were neither God to honoz, dwell to dꝛead, hea⸗ 
uen' to hope foꝛ, noz hell to eſcheu e: cuerie one is moze libe⸗ 
rall nowe a dapes to lende an other his conſctence, then his 
money , and his ſeale is of moze credite then his ſoule, one 
crowe will not commonly picke out the cycs of an other: 
but foz money , one man will not ſticke to picke an other to 
the harde bones, accoꝛding to the Pꝛouttbe: Homo ho- 
mini Lupus eſt, an to man is no man, but a Molke, 
thele people therefoze are poſſeſled with ſome diuelles, they 
lleepe in ſinne, and it is high time to awake them. 

The gloꝛie of the Romaines in olde time, was to ſpcake 
little, and doo much of the Greekes to ſpeake much, and 
do little: and ot our diſſembling Pacteſtantes to talke much, 
but learne to amende nothing at all: cur elders were rude in 
ſpeech, and ciuill in manners, wee ciuill in ſpeech and rude 
in manners: they belecued as Pagans, and liued like Chis 
ſtians, we beleeue like Chziũian⸗, and liue like Pagans: 
they p2cached not the worde, no2 wee liue acco:ding to 
the woꝛde: the name of God is in our tongues, but his fare 
is not in dur heartes: the Papiſtes doo call vs Soliadians, 
but our wozkes declare vs rather Nullidians ; wee are like 

the 
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the Athenians, the mo2e god we knowa, the leſſe geod wa 
doo: 02 pepper which is heat in the month, but colde in the 
belly: ſo we fry in looꝛdes, but freeſe in vecdes - ſpeake by 
elles, but wozke by inches: wee reade or one Pambo, who 
after he had heard one leſſon, Would bcare no mo till hee 
bd learned to pꝛactiſe that one: we bcfire to heare thouſands 
and yet frame our ſelues to pꝛactiſe none: our pꝛeachers fo2 
the better inſtruction of the people in all truth and godlincſſe 
haue painefully indeuoured themſeluts to beate downe the 
ſuperſtitious abuſe of falling, p:aycrs, and almes decdes, 
tommending the thing it ſelle as verie pleaſant and accepta- 
ble in Cods ſight , but they vnderſtanding (as it were) with 
their holes, vppon a willull negligence, haue tazen occaſts 
on thereby to caſt away both faſt:ng, pzaper , and almes 
derdes, with ſcaſtes of the pooze, and altogether, A⸗ 
gaine ſome pꝛeachers tcach the people, at the hearing of the Pup. 2.13. 
name of Jeſus to bowe the knee: an other ſozt denie it as 
bnlawfull to peelde moze reuerence to that name, than to 
God the father and the holie Ghoſt: the people hearing that 
thinke ſcoꝛne to bowe their knee to any of all the the. Thus 
they make their libertie a cloke of loſeneſſe, turne the grace 
of God vnto wantonnefſe, and the Goſpell of Chziſt vnto 
lewdneſle: they haue changed wozkes into wozdes, godly de⸗ 
uotion into bare knowledge : and are become rather lippe 
Oolpellers, then life Golpelicrs : the Papiſtes were not ſo 
zcalous to gilde their temples with gold, but our Pꝛoteſtants 
arc as meqligent to gilde their ſoules with vertue: they were 
beneficiall and diligent both in decking the falſe dead pictures 
of Dainctes, and feding the true linely members of Chꝛiſt, 
and we ſeeme to condenine the one, and leaue the other vn- 
bone, they vicdfaſting from meates, we neither from meate 
noꝛ ſinne, they pꝛaped oſten, wee ſeeldome 02 neuer : they 
were bountifull to the pooze, but wee line onelie to our 
ſelues: they wꝛought of intent to merite heauen, but we 
ncpther doo good foz merite , rioz pet of charitie and dutie: 
rea wee are come from blinde zcale to wilfall wicked⸗ 
neſſe, and from ſuperſtition to no religion: foz the woꝛlde 
is nowe growen to this point, that if a man of godly 
og icrucnt zeale and deuotion, doo accuſtome ozderly to fre-

quent the Church, he is accounted an Bipocrite: if hee 
be giuen religiouſlte fo faſt and to pzay , he is taken foz a Pa⸗ 
piſt, and ik hee keepe a god houſe foz relicue of the poze ,be 
is called a merite manger, whereby faſting is deſpyſed, pꝛay- 
er condemned, and almes dcedes abhozred: thus haue wee 
caſt off the woꝛkes of Simon Peter, e are become in man⸗ 
Simulata fan- ners like Simon Pagus, that walked with Philip as a 
&:t45 duplex diſciple, yet wꝛought with mony like a wg2dling : Achabs 
eſt 1niquitas- wil would neuer put on demure apparell, but when ſheo 
ſpake with the P2ophetes , noz cur diſſembling P2ote- 
i ous ay, Kants be neuer holy but at ſermon times, they beare and de- 
— — ſire like Saintes, but liue and deſerue like deuils, they can 
14. looke and ſpeake holily , whereby they ſeeme glozious befoꝛe 
men, but their woꝛkes are naught, and therefoze odious in 
the ſight of God, whoſe outward behauiour is much like 
cloudes without raine , whereby GD D himſelfe doeth 
mocke ſuch fraitleſſe ſhowes. Theſe Hipocrites therfoze art 
pollcſled with diuels, they leepe in inne, and it is high time 

to awake them. 
Though the obſeruing of the Sabboth day touching bo- 
dilie reſt, doo belong to the Ceremoniall lawe, and ſha- 
F10d.29. dowes which had an ende in Chzilt ; beeing therefoze alte- 
Mail. 32-12- red from Saterday to Sondap, yet, as the Jewes did cele- 
bzate theirs in remembzance of the creation of the wozlde:; 
fo onght wee to obſerue and keepe our @abbaoth , in re- 
membzance of the reſurrection of Chꝛiſt. and as a figure to 
confirme our hope in the reſurrection of our owne bodies, 
and our ſpirituall reſt in glozie to come, as alſo foz a come⸗ 
ly and decent oꝛder to be vſed in the Church, that in reſting 
from bodily wozke , we may charitably aſſemble togither, 
Luke 4.16. fo the ende the Lozde by the pzeaching of his woꝛde may 
bꝛing foozth his wozke in vs, to his owne glozie and our 
ſaluation - but our Sabboth in manie plates, is ſo vildely 
abuſed , as though it had beene rather o2depned to ſerne 
Bacchus and Uenus, the people beeing growen ſo cares 
leſſe, negligent, and licentious, to feaſt when they ſhould 
kaſt, playe when they ſhoulde pꝛape, and laugh when 
they ſhonlde wepe fo2 their ſinnes , as though there 
were neither G & D noz diuell, heauen noz hell, gs cuc- 
rie 
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ry honeſt nature hath affcction and god will fo his natine 
ſoile and place or birth,fo ought euery god Chziſtian to haue 
a godly deſire to the ſoile of his regeneration,and place of his 
new birth by baptiſme, which is p temple of God, the ſchools 
of Chꝛiſt, and nurfle of Chꝛiſtianuie, to make open conkelli⸗ 


on of his ſinnes, and reherſall of his faith: to intreat fog Mat 15,32, 
pardon,p2ay foz thinges necelſarte, giue thankesfoz benefits 1 213. 
paſt, to ccleb2ate the ſacraments , to heare and learne his 48. 2 
duetie and right way to ſaluation, to belicue truely, liue ho- Rom. 10. 14. 


neſtly, and walke vp2ightly. Ik the ground peelde not ſappe 
to the tree, it will ſone ſeare and wither away : if the lampe 
be not fedde with oyle, it muſt needes goe out: if any liuing 
thing be kept from nouriſhment, it can not liue:euen ſo ifthe 
kaith of a Chꝛiſtian doe not receiue continuall ſappe and 
moilkneſle of the heauenly wo2de,fcdde with the ople of wert 
20miſes in Chzilk, and nouriſhed with the wholeſome bꝛead 
of life, it can not continue, but conſume and dpe: The ſ&de of 
the Goſpell muſt ill be cowne in our harts, oz cls wee can 
not reape the harueſt ofeternall life: where pꝛopheſie faileth 
the people periſh. When the Loꝛd af a manoz apointeth his 
tenants a dap to come to his Court, the rolles are laide open, 
the Stuard is readie pzepazed to giue the charge, the tenants 
are duetifull to come, attentiue to heare, and diligent to cxe⸗ 
cute their Loʒds will: and if any ſhall chaunce to be abſent, 
oʒ come after the charge be giuen, no doubt the Loꝛd will be 
verie angrie, and (ct a fine vpon his heade: cuen ſo the Lo2d 
of all Lozds, of whom and at whoſe will we haue recciued 
and do hold all that ener we haue, doth eucrie Sabboth day 
kepe his Court, at his temple, Church, oz houſe of pꝛaper, 
his rolles the ſacred bible is laide open, the Steward oꝛ Pi- 
niſter, is ready to giue the charge and tell cuery man his dues 
tie: and if any of his tenants oz people bee abſent and refuſe 
to come, no doubt, the Loꝛd himſelfe will be verp angry, oz 
if they come after the charge, when ſeruice 02 Sermon is 
done, they were as god not come at all:Againe, ſuch a dueti⸗ 
full tenant as deſire to ſtand in his Lo2des fanoz, will now 
and then, pꝛepare and bꝛing him a pꝛeſent, ſuch as he knows 
eth his Loꝛd loucth, but no pꝛeſent is moꝛe pꝛetious in the 
ſight of our heauenlp Lozo, then 7 pꝛapers and thankes of 
2 an 
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an humble penttent hart, and therefozc he that will pleaſe 
bun and ſtand in his fauoꝛ, muſt often fende his appetite with 
ſuch pzelents, The Papiſts of a blind zeale,in tune of darks 
neſſe,woutd not ſtickto riſe vp at midnight to publike p2aicr, 
faſt with bzead x water, ſuffer hunger 4 cold, run ſome tunes 
an hundꝛeth miles barefoted and barclegged, to ſece a dumb 
image, but our pꝛofeſſed pꝛoteſtants hauing the true light of 
the Goſpel, their pzater 4 deuotion is faint 4 colde as ile, and 
their diſobedience greater then their fathers ignoꝛance: when 
they come together, it is rather of coimpulſion, cuſtome oz oz 
faſhion ſake, then of anꝑ godly zeale, much like a ſullen, d ub⸗ 
bozne and froward ſ(craant, that when his mailker calleth 
bim, commeth grudging with a ſowze moiling countenance, 
mumbling a dogs paternoſter, and with lefſe reuerence then 
thoſe thz&balpenny ſeruants that Cſop hired, to heare him 
recite his fables. The Ypoltle ©, Paul ſaith, that f22 al- 
much as man is the image of Gods glozie, hee ought not in 
Phil. 2. 10. time of pꝛophecping oz pꝛapers, to couer 02 diſhono? his head: 
Eſai. 46. and in another place: At the name of Jeſus eucry knœ ſhall 
In recemung bow:and the Prophet Eſap, All knees ſhall bow vnto mee 
the commu⸗ (aith the Lozd. The meeteſt geſture and ſcemelpeſt behaut- 
— hor our at pꝛapers and thankeſgining, is kneling: ſo pꝛaped 
ergo the &c, Daniel, Paul, and Chzilt himſelte: but our people are grown 
Dan. 6. ſo ſtubboꝛne, wilfull and waiward, that in ſtead ol humilitie 
Ephc.3.14. und reuerente, they fall to kicke at them, thinke ſcoꝛne, and 
Luk. 22.41. diſdaine to vnconer their heades in tine ok Sermon oꝛ ſer⸗ 
uice, ſoꝛ hurting their caps, oꝛ to kneete at the name of Jeſus 
foz w2elting their iointes, oꝛ looke vp lo heauen When they 
pꝛap, foꝛ wzinkling their ruſfes. Thcſe people are thercfoze 
pollclſed with diucls,they lleepe in ſinne, and it is high tune 
to awake them. 

In times paſt, he that had learned the ſeuen liberall 
artes, as Grammer the kep of knowledge, Logicke the rules 
of reaſon, Nethoꝛicke the mother of e'cquen:e, uſicke the 
ſwerte recreation of wearied mindes, Alkronomie the (ccrete 
knowledge of nature and colures of the heauens, Arithme⸗ 
ticke the arte of numbꝛing, 4 Geometric to wozke by rule, 
compaſſe, waight, and meaſpre, he had obtained and gotten 
cuen a woꝛld of wealth 4 treaſui e, but in thele our ä 
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dayes, the cight liberall ſcience called Ars adulandi, the 
golden arte offlatterie, hath wunne the goale, and ſitteth in 
Foztunes lap, ſo that without (kill in that arte, though ne⸗ 
ucr ſo well ſcene in the reſt, a man ſhall hardly tinde m{ancs 
to ſhift in the woz!d. Qui neſcit ſimulare, neſcit viuere: 
Theſe flattcring claubackes, ftudcnts cf bzczen face Col⸗ 
ledge, are no doubt, a molt dangerous and contagious kinde 
of vermine, as tcllerable amongit men, as woolues amongſt 
lambes: Rauens cate not men till they be deade, but thele 
ſmoothe glofing Xrch M alites with two faces, in ene heod, 
like Janus, two tongues in a hcad like Judas, and tivo ne _ 
harts in a bꝛeſt like agus, toc daply eate men quicke, nech Söbn 
and become ſo familiar with the ſupcrio2 (ozte, that they bicſing,and 
bꝛing to paſle cuen,what they litt, ſo as the wozld ſeemcth to duble dealmg 
be deuided betweene the ſecret diſſembler, and the open blaſ- doabic puniſh 
phemer. Theſe Paraſites are thercfoze poſſelled with ſome dem. 
great captaine diuel, they leepc in ſinne, and the Loꝛd of his 
mercie conuert them, left they periſh them (clues, oz of his 
tuſtice confound them, fo2 infecting of others. 
This land is alſo molt vilp cozruptcd with intollerable 
pꝛide, with ſuch a confuſed mingle mangle, and varietic of 
apich topes in appatrell,euery day flanting in new faſhions, 
to defoz me Gods wozkemanſhip in their bodies, as great 
monſtrous ruffes ſtarched in the dincls licour, and ſet with Y. Se, 
inſtruments of vanitic, dublets with great burſſen bellics, 
as though their guttes were readie to tall out, ſome gatded French nets 
like Frenchmen, ſome fringed like Genitians, ſome their do catch En 
heades Zurtilh,their backes Spanich, and their waites Ita⸗ uch fooics, 
lau: ſome their haire curled, and their deardes waithen to 
make them lolte grimme and terrible, as though they had 
ſeene the diuel, with long daggers at their backes, to kull cue⸗ 
ry one they merte pꝛouder then themſelues, with ſuch vame 
riot, exceſſe and vaine curioſitie,that I thinke the y haue made 
a league with Satan, a couenant with hell, and an obligati- 
on with the d'uel to marrie his eldeſt daughter, they ſleeps 
in ſinne, and are as caſie to be waked oz refozmed as the olde 
woꝛld was at the pzeaching of Noc, oz the latter age at the 
pꝛeaching of Chzilt. Pꝛide is the mother of hipocriſte, the e · 
ninic cf deuetion, the nurſſe of ennie, and the — Wi. . 
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of all vice: ſinne was the cauſe why God did firlt giue vs ap, 
arrell, not as badges of pꝛide to feede the cies of vaine gazing 
ooles, but to couer our ſhame and kepe vs from cold: Quid 
ſuperbis terra & ciuis, quid velte nitida gloriaris, ſubter 
te ſternitur tinea, & operiamentum tuum erunt vermes, 
hæc tua veltis erit, 

Againe,our connfrie is moſt hozrbly choaked and oner- 
growne with multitudes of dzunken toſpots, vile lecherous 
whozemongers,and filthte intiſing dzabs, which vices doe fo 
greatly offend both the aieſtie of God, the law of nature, 
and the common wealth, that if the very tones in the ſtreete 
could ſpeake, they would cry out vpon it, pet by meanes of 
greaſing, bzybing,and cozrupting of officers put in traſt to 
puniſh them, it is no moꝛe accounted of, but a ſpoꝛte oz game 
to laugh at, as though heauen and hell were nothing els but 
old wiues fables to feare and flatter childꝛen withall : theſe 
are (no doubt) poſſeſſed with diuels, they ſlepe in ſinne, and 
it is high time to awake them. Ik filthic whozemailfers 
would waigh with them ſelues, how God doth know the ve⸗ 
ry ſecrets of the hart, and that of his iuſtice he will leaue no 
ſinne vnpuniſhed, either in this woꝛld, 02 in the wo2ld to 
come, they would ſurely be afraide to doe that in his ſight, 
which is ſo ſhamefull,lothſome and odious to be done in the 
pꝛeſence of an honeſt earthly man: it is a thing moſt filthie 
and againſt nature, that a pꝛofelled Chꝛiſtian, an adopted 
childe of God, a member of Chat, and temple of the holy

member of an harlot. Saint Gregozte compareth lecherie 
to a fiery foꝛnace, whereof the mouth is gluttonp, the flame, 
p2ide, the ſparkles filthic woꝛdes, the ſmoke an cuil name, 
the aſhes,peuertie,and the end. ſhame and confuſion: at the 
laſt — Salomon) it biteth like a ſerpent and ſtingeth like 
an Adder. Whozedotn, beſides the tnfamie ofthe wozld, it 
waſteth the goodes, withereth the body, decapeth the health, 
ſho2teneth the life, and maketh a man ſtinke in the ſight of 
God, The vice of dzunkenneſſe in like manner, conlumeth 
the welth, ſarfets the bodie, dulleth the witte, dimmeth 
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the vnderſtanding, troubleth the ſences, and without repen- 
tance,bzingeth boty bodie and ſoule into hell: nd therefoze 
i either the feare of God, the ſhame of the woꝛld, the deũre to 
ve in their right wit, to liue in health of body, oꝛ tv eſcape the 
miſerable ſtats of beggerie map mone them to repentance 
and amendment, it is now tune to awake, deteſt and auoide 
ſuch hozrible wickednefe which doe iuſt lx merit a ſhozt life 
and a ſhamefull death. 

Thers was neuer moꝛe ſincere pꝛeaching, noꝛ ſo litle fol- 
lo wing, ſo great perſwaſions to honeſtie t vertue, and ſo ma- 
ny giuen ouer to vice and naughtineſle:ſo much exhoztation 
to lone g; charitie, and ſo many ffuffed with hatred and enup: 
we greatly complaine of the vnfrutfalneſſe of the earth, the 
coꝛruption ofthe aire,the vnconſtantneſſe of the wozld, and 
time that lips ſo faſt wap, but wee complain not againſt our 
owne ſelues, foz whoſe ſinfull lines the very hcauens doo 
werpe: we pꝛofeſſe to be the followers of Chzift, yet in chꝛiſti⸗ 
an behauiour much inferio2 to the heathen Ethnickes, that 
knew not God, who paſſed vs as farre in good liuing, as we 
paſſe them in good learning: we greatly delight to beare the 
name of Abzahams childzen, pet not ſo willing to kill one 
wicked affection that offendeth God, as Abzaham was at his 
commandement,to kill his onely beloued ſorme. It is ſaide 
that the Caſtoꝛ and the Elephant being hunted, the one foz 
the vertue of his genito2s, the other fo his toth,: the Caſtoꝛ 
biteth off his genitozs, and the Elephant findeth a meane to 
wꝛeſt out his tot h, and caſt them away to ſane their bodies: 
but our people had rather both pꝛeacher and pulpet were ſet 
on a fire, then they would caſt away their filthie vices to 
ſaue both bodie and ſoule. The ſeu- man knoweth his tide, 
the Swallow her time, and the Crane her ſeaſon : but our 
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people are ſenſeleſſe: the tempeſteous windes, the waues of Mate 2 


the ſea, and the very diuels themſelues did heare and obey 
his woꝛde, but they leepe ſo ſoundly in finne, that neither the 
infamie and ſhame of the wozld can moue them. noz al gentle 
admonittons allure them, noz the terrible thzeatnings of hell 
to2zments once feare them, no2 the filthineſſe of ſinne that 
ſeemed lo odious to the verie infidels withdzaw them, noꝛ the 
continuall pzeaching of all nr vnder heauen perſwade 

them 
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them ko repent and amende : Saint Anthonie being a 
man vnlearned, had no other bokes but theſe, and hee 
that can bebolde theſe excellent bokes, ſetting fo;th the 
wiſedome and godneſſe of almightie G D D, without 
paayling and glozifping his name, is wozſe then a bꝛuite 
beaſt, 

The Sunne, Boone and Starres by whoſc heate 
and light the whole wozlde is nouriſhed and gouerned, 
doe daylye pꝛeach vnto vs: The brawtic of the heauens, 
the wholeſomnelle of the apze, and the plentifulneſſe of 
the earth doe dayly teach vs: the pleaſ int vallies, delightfull 
ſpꝛinges, and rich mines of treaſures, doe daply inſtruct vs: 
the goodly frutefull trees. medicinable hearbes, and ſweats 
fragrant flowzes,moze gloziouſly attired then Salomon in 
all his roialtie, doe daplp admoniſh vs, aſke the beaſtcs 
of the flelde the fiſhes of the Dea and the foules of the aire, 
and thep will tell thee and ſay, wee were all created and 
ozdained foz the vſe and p2ofit of man. Pea our Saui- 
our Chꝛiſt himſelfe calleth dayly vpon vs, Pong man ariſe, 
Damſell ariſe, Lazarus come fo2th, decade ſinner awake, 
but their eares are deafe, their mindes obſtinate, and their 
ſences without feling: Seeing then that GD D hath 
knocked at the dooze of our conſciences by ſo many and 
ſundzy meanes , and of his mercie hath tarried waiting ſo 
long fo2 amendement, it can not bee hut great vengeance 
mult needesfallow, hainous ſinnes doe call downe grieuous 
plagues, euerie kingdome deuided within it ſelfe (ſaith our 
Sauiaur Chꝛiſt) ſhall bee deſolate, but England, by ſees, 
factions, hereſies and ſhiſmes, is deuided in it ſelfe: the 
Loꝛd of his mercie defend it from that which followeth, It 
God ſo ſharpely puniſhed one ſinne in Adam and the An⸗ 
gels, what map wee that haue committed ſuch a multitude 
of finnes looke fo:? If wee ſhall peelde an account foz co 
uerie idle wozde , what reckomag ſhall wee make fo2 ſuch 
ho2rible offences both in wozdes and actions? God is 
ſaide to haue feete of leade, but handes of pꝛon, hee com- 
meth lowly, but when hee commeth hee payeth home: as 
one man ſuuting another, the higher hee lifteth vp his 2 
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the greater is the Croke: cuen ſo the longer that God farrt- 


eth looking fo: amendement, the greater will his puntſh- 


ment bee when it commeth . It wee will not glozify his 
name in repenting and turning vnto hun, hee will glozifye 
him ſelfe in rcuenging and heaping plagues vpon vs: hee ts 
the God of tadgement and Loz2de of reuenge, at whoſe 
woꝛde the veric heauens doe tremble, the earth doth quake, 
and the mountaines ſhake: her is a wiſe and a moſt righ- 
tcous Judge, beeſearcheth the verie (ecretes of the heart 
and reines, hee will not bee macked noz deceiued, neither 
will excuſcs goe foz papment in his ſight : hee is righteous 


and iuſt in all his dealinges, faithfull and true of his 
miſe, his woꝛde is alwaies moſt certaine and ſure, pca 


pro- 
and 


Amen: that except wee repent, wee thall all periſh in our 
ſinnes: thoſe that refuſe his mercie ſo louinglye offered, 


ſhall ſurely fecle his iuſtice. 


To fall into ſinne, commeth of humane weakencſle, 
but to lpe (ill and pe in ſinne, after ſo much teaching 


by his creatures, his woꝛdes, his w2itinges, his Jazeac 


hers 


and his owne example, is pꝛoper onely to the waiwarde 


impes of Sathan. Sodom and Gomoz , Tire and 
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vp at the laſt day and condemne this generation: fo2 if the Luk At. 
doctrine and miracles which haue beene ſhe wed amongſt 
theſe had beenc done amongſt them, they had long ſince re⸗ 


pented in ſackcloth and alhes. 
Though J be carneſt, beare with me, J touch not t 


hoſe 


that bee good, and ſay too litle to thoſe that bee naught: 
J appeals to God who knoweth theſe thinges to bee true, 
and to the woꝛlde, who can not foz ſhame deape them, Xnd 
if J haue ſaide nothing but the truth, then blame not mee, 
but goe about your owns amendement: fo: ſeeing that 
all fleſh haue ſo cozrupted the Lozdes wape, and that ſuch 
abhomination is w2ought amorigit men, and the meaſure 


of iniquitic heaped ſo full, it muſt ncedcs follow , that

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law, and thcrefoze high time to awake from ſinne. UWhen 
Dauid killed Arias, and committed adultcrie with his wife, 
be lept in ſinne, but being waked by Nathan the Pꝛophet, 
he repented earneſtly: when Pat ie Pagdalen was poſleſſed 
with ſeuen diuels, ſhe flept in inne, but being waked by 
hearing the ſound of Thziſtes Goſpel, ſhe lamented pitifully:

bitterly. It is a common vlage in Cities and great townes, 
to awake the people from ſierpe, and giue them knowledge 
that night is welntgh gone, and the day is at hand, either by 
playing of waites,ringing of belles, ſounding of trumpets, 
oz finging of Pſalmes : and in the countris villages, the 
Cocke is a neceſſary birde foz the ſame purpoſe: cuen ſo 
the Pzeachers of the wozde, as Waites they haue plaied 
vnto pou , as trumpets they haue ſounded out the woꝛde of 
life vnto you, as Belles they haue rung ont his hea⸗ 
nenly will vato you, as Pſalmiſtes they haue ſong his 
wondzous wo:kes bnto you, and as Cockes they baue 
crowed and warned you fo pzepare your ſelues fo: aſmuch 
as the night oz time of darkeneſle is welnigh ſpent, and the 
day of ſaluation is at hand: and as alitle after midnight 
the Cocke doth crow a litle while and then ceaſeth: about 
th:& of the clocke ſomewhat longer: and when it dꝛaw⸗ 
eth ſomewhat neare day verte long and thicke , euen ſo 
in the time of King Benry the eight our Engliſh Cockes 
beganne to crow a litle, and afterwarde in King Edwards 
dayes ſomewhat longer: but now in her Maieſties hap⸗ 
pie raigne, they haue crowed aboue thirtie'peares together: 
and nowe to warne pon, that the night is paſt, and the 
day is euen at hand,they crowe thicke and thicke, and theres 
foze if is time nowe oz els neuer to awake from ſinne, and 
fo caſt away the deedes of darkeneſſe: while the huſband- 
men ſlept, the enimie came and (owed tares amongſt the 
wheate : whiles the fooliſh Airgins Nept without Ople 
in their lamps, the bzide grome came and ſhut them out from 
the wedding : foz as much therefoze as we knowe not when 


Maik-13-33+ the maſter of the houſe will come, let vs wake vp and watch, 
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leaſt he finde vs llerping: beholde J come as a there (ſapth the 
Lo2de) happie is he that watcheth and kepeth his garments 
of faith and charitie, leaſt he walke naked, and men ſc his fil- 


thinelle : watch (ſayth the Apoſtle ) ſcande falt in faith, bee:

And as in ſire daes 
the Lo2de made the woꝛlde, and reſted the ſcuenth dap, (0 
within the compaſle of fire thouſande peares hee will gather 
his Church by the miniſterie of his woꝛde, and the ſeauenth 
keepe holy his enerlaſting @abboth : againe that Yenoch and 
Elias, the one in generation, y other in coputation in peres, 
being the ſeuenth from Adam, the firſt in not taſting of tem⸗ 
poʒall death, as the other ſire fathers befoze him, was a figure 
of the laſt day, the ſeconde being taken vp in a flerie chariote, 
did p;efigure þ aſcention of the elect, meaning their redeemer, 
in the cloudes: hereupon they conclade , that the woꝛlde ſhall 
not ſtande aboue ſire thouſandes yeares : and to pzoone that 
it (hall not ſtande ſo long, they alleage the ſaping of our Sa- 
uiour Chꝛiſt, that foz the electes ſake the dayes of our afflicti- 
on ſhall be ſhoztencd : againe where the Xngell Uriell an- 
ſwered Eſdꝛas about thze thouſand and fine hundzed peares 
after the creation of the wo2 ide, that the time paſt was much 
moze then the time to tome: and where it was pzeſcribed in 
the lawe, that about the enening of the ſixt day the Sabboth 
chould beginne. And as the Jſraelites were delinered from

neteſſarie handmaites to diuinitie, wherein are fine things 
requiſit, as well in a Pꝛʒeacher as in an Oꝛatoꝛ. The firſt, 
inuention to finde out meet arguments and reaſons,to pzoue 
and confirme cuerte matter, whereupon queſtion may ariſe. 
The ſccond, diſpoſition,to frame and diſpoſe the matter in 
right oꝛter. The third, Elocution, to adozne and beautiſte 
the lame with apt woꝛdes and picked ſentences, The fourth, 
a god memoꝛie, to pzelerue and kexe ſuch thinges as the 
witte hath conceined. The fift, pꝛonunciation, which is a 
moderate and ſemely behauiour, both of voice, geſture and 
countenance, with a comelp motion of the bodie, and cxac- 
nefſe of ſpeach, ſo as the wo2des doe agre with the matter, 
andthe geſture withthe minde, whereby the hearers are as 
much moued and delighted, as with dogrine it ſelfe. De- 
moll henes being aſked what are the fir, ſecond and third 
pointcs of an Oꝛatoꝛ: anſwered, ꝛonunciation: meaning 
that arte without vtterance is to ſma!l purpcſe. Dome 
ſpeake hir le, ſhoꝛt andthicke, curry woꝛde tumbling auer 
in an others necke, mich like the cackluag of Jack da wes: 
(ome are ſo fine and curious, as though cuerp woꝛde ſhould 
be waighed in a ballance, ſome whewle and pipe ſo ſmall, as 
though it were a pigge whining £fo2 his bzezkefaſt - ſomes 
toke grimme and ſterae with the Melchmans wagge, the 
Itauan h2ugge , and the pzectſian nt uill, as theugh hee 
came to fray the audience: and ſomt ſtand ſo long — in- 
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fructing the ſoules,as though they had foꝛgotten the people 
had any bodics, who doe not ſo much ediſſe as tedifie, wheres 
as a comcelp, graue 4 moderate behaufour in voice, geſture, 
and countenance, with a cleane (ſenſible tongue, to deliuer his 
woꝛdes plainelp, diſt inc ſp. and modeſtly with diſcretion to 
oꝛder the matter ap!ly, pithily and bziefly, doth beſt ind tua, 
ſoneſt p;ofit and moſt ediky, 

»# good Pꝛeather alſo malt be wiſe, circumſpect and 
diſcrete in chofing the (eve molt fit fog the ſoile:remembʒing 
that as litle thildꝛen may not alwaies be fedde with vineger 
and charpe ſauce, but rather with milke and ſwerte pappe: ſo 
thaugh ſometime it bee neceſarte to bꝛuſe and molliſte the 
hard ſtony affedions of mens harts, with the 11g02 of Gods 
fearetull iudgements: pet rather to water them often with 
the werte comfo;table dew of his mercies in Chꝛiſt, accoz- 
ding to rhe wiſe phiſitian, who tempereth his bitter medi- 
tines with ſweete ſtrops: he mult not be high minded, wiſe 
in his owne conceite,no2 curious in taking offence at euerie 


litle trifle, bat charitable in iudging the beſt ol all men, and Cor. f;. 
patient in bearing the infirmitics of eml men, ſoꝛ common 10h. 4 11. 
qnictneſſe ſake: fo; from the beginning, the Church was ne⸗ Tun z. 24. 


uer either ſo ripe in knowledge, oz purged in manners, but 
that great imperfections remained. Jn the houſes and fami- 
lies of godly Pattiarkes were alwaies ſome wicked impee. 
Amongſt eight pcrſons in the arke with Noah, was ons 
naughtie picke, Amongſt the twelue choſen Ypoſtles with 


Chꝛiſt himſelfe was one Judas:and therfoze, as if in Sodom at. zg. 
there had bene found but tenne god men, the whole Citie, 


had bent ſaued fo2 their ſakes: ſo though ſome of tte fellow 
miniſters lacke grace to liue as they ought, pet would chari- 
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tie rather bears with ſome badde, becauſe of the god, then o⸗ conte, 

penly to deface and diſcredit their b2ethzen becauſe of ſome quam num 
baddc: The ſpirit of wiſcdom, is louing and gentle. The innocentem 
A poſtle S. Paul would not haue thoſe that are endued with <2 <= rare, 


greater gifts to diſdaine their bꝛethꝛen hauing leſſer, neither 
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an elder rebuked rigoꝛoully, no2 accuſation recciued againſt , T 


him vnder two oꝛ the witneſſes : But fozaſmuch as wee 
are all fellow ſeruants, and none of vs without his imper⸗ 
fcaions, he would haue one to ſuffer and beare the weake⸗ 
ncllc 
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neſſe of another, one to helpe and comfozt another, that no- 
thing be done though ſtrile 02 vaine glozie, but in mckeneſſs 
of minde, euerie one to eſteme another better then himſelle: 
and whereas we haue dinerſitie of gifts, and difference of ad- 
nnniſtrations,as euerte one hath receiued the gift, ſo one to 
miniſter to another, euerie one to meddle with his owne bu- 
ſineſſe, knowing that euerie one ſhall beare his owne bur- 
then, and receiue his rewarde accozding to his owne labour: 
be that ſtandes, to take horde leaſt hee fall:as fo2 his bꝛother, 
whether he ſtand oz fall, that pertaineth to his owne maiſter. 
who beſtoweth not his gifts alike vnto all men, neither will 
he require ten talents, where bee gaue but one: to whom 
much is giuen,of him (hall much bee required. Some are 
indued with wiſedom, knowledge and itudgement,to diſcerne 
truth from falſhood,ſome with vtterance,memozie and bold- 
neſſe to infkruct with tongue, ſome with godly devotion, chai- 
ſtian charitie, and honeſt diſpoſition to teach by example of 
life and conuerſation: he that carrieth bzicke and mozter,may 
be a good maſon, though not ſo expert as the maiſter of the 
building: he that diggeth the ground, may be a good garde- 
ner, though not ſo cunning as he that dzawsth the knotte:he 
that cutteth the timber may be a good Carpenter, though not 
equall to him that contriueth the houſe: Euen lo the nicaiicr 
ſozt of miniſters being honeſt men, wozking in the Lozdes 
vineparde in ſome meaſure, whether it be by wz:ting,reas 
ding, oz ſpeaking without booke, may bee a good Preacher, 
though not ſo fitte foz the Pulpet as thoſe which arc indued 
with greater gifts:and no doubt, their diligence in doing their 
belt, hall bee accepted with the pooze widowes oblation. 
Though the Fletcher want ſtrength to dꝛaw the bow, pet 
is hee a ſpeciall meane to further ſhooting: though the 
Smith want (kill to holde the plough, pet 1s hee a neceſ⸗ 
ſarie inſtrument to helpe foꝛ warde the woꝛke: though the 
whetſtone can not cut ol it ſelſe, pet is it needfull to make 
ſharpe the Sithe: ſo, though ſome want the gift of memos 
rie and boldneſſe to inſtruc by pꝛeaching with tongue, 
pet map bee bee a pꝛofitable member in the Church, 
by teaching with penne : foꝛ God is lauing and gentle, and 
taketh in good part the good will cucn of the mo — 
mple 
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fimplelt cf his chiloꝛen:pardoneth their imperfections, acceps / o

tcth their obedience, and rewardeth them as liberally as the 1... 20. 


greater. 


A good pꝛeacher mult be carcfull to keepe in credit the G.: 
anthozitic of his office, not to varie in doctring from his fel- Ephe. 4. 14. 
low labourers, neither to miniſter any matter amongſt the Hiperius, 
ignoꝛant people that may bꝛœde contention oz diſcozde. Fl 1. Tim.; 
nally, hee muſt bee a man of honeſt life and conuerſation: Titus, . 
fo: none can effeduallp teach the wap to dye well, except 
him ſelfe bee ſuch a one as lineth well. The Pꝛieſtes of Leuit. 21. 
the olde law were choſen without blemiſh, to gnifle their 
lives without blame. The Xpoſtle woulde haue them 
well tried to be honeſt men, and of good repozt, befoze they 
be admitted into that reuerendfanclon, Me that will pꝛo⸗ 
fit in teaching, mult labour with both handes, oz cls as 
faſt as the one duth gather, the other doth ſcatter : as the 
one doth builde vp, the other doth pull downe: hee muſk 
haue both vrim and chumim, knowledge and vertue, 
perſtvaſion in woꝛdes, and example in deedes, to thunder 
in doctrine and ſhine in life and manners. True chꝛiſtian 
religion, conſiſteth not onelp in bare pzeaching and dumbe 
hearing, but rather in deuout pꝛaping, vertuous liuing, and 
charitable wozking. Jt is naturally grafted in man to ſpeake 
holily, pzapſe good ſapinges, and deſire rather to know 
much, then liue well. Knowledge (no doubt) is a goodly 
gift, and a great bleſſing of God: pet knowledge without 
vertue, oz learning without good lining , are nothing cls 
bat as trees without frute. At the laſt dap wee ſhall not 
be demaunded how much wee hane knowne, but how well 
we haue liucd, What auaileth it a man to bee able to de- 
fine what faith and repentance is, not fecling Geds holy 
ſpirite wo2king faith and repentance in his owne heart: 
©2 to tell a faire ſmooth tale in woꝛdes, and pet ſtammer in 
his dee des, oꝛ to haue all the ſcriptures and wittie ſapinges 
o Philoſophers at his fingers ends, x pet want grace to line 
accoꝛdingip: oz how ts he abls to gouerne others, that hath 
no power to gouerne himſclfe, Tinto the vngodly ſaide God, 
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in thy mouth, whereas thou hateſt to be refozmed : hee that 
implopeth his tongue vato vertuc, and his deedes vnto vice, 
is like him that carieth treacle in the one hand to reſili death, 
and poiſon in the other to take away lie. & wicked liuer 
though his tongue be neuer ſo plauſible, pet the infamie of 
his life decaieth all his pdoarine and other gifts whatſocucr: 
fo; if one pꝛapſe that which hee lapeth, a number will blame 
that which he doeth. A teacher without vertue, is compa⸗ 
red to a painted fire without heate, oꝛ a faire vizo2 put on a 
defozmed face: oz the ſhipwzightes that made Noahes 
Arke to ſaue others, pet periſhed in the fludde themſelucs: 
oz an Idiot ſtanding by the ſea ſide, and ſæing ſtraungers 
palle by in daunger of the tide, cryeth out vnto them, away, 
away, the tive commeth: who looking backe, and ſing the 
foole ſtand (fill, beginne to ſay;one to another, (urcty, this 
fellow doth but ieaſt, {02 if it were ſo dangerous as he ſaith, 
hee woulde certainly make moꝛe haſt a way humſelfe. Samt 
Jerom ſaith, Maius eſt voluntatem Domini facere, quàm 
nofle. A vertuous liuer though hee ſay litle, pet is hee 
a good Preacher, a good piller in Gods Church, and a 
right Lay mans booke, whoſe honeſt life, is a ſeale to con- 
firme his doctrine . 

Gods building is compared to a ſtone wall, the Pagt- 
ſtrates and Piniſters, vnto ſquared ſtones framed on cach 
ſide, and the people vnto litle ones filling vp in the middeſt: 
and if any ofthe ſquared ſtones chaunce to lippe downc, a 
number of the litle ones will follow: euen ſo, if the a- 
giſtrate oz teacher chaunce to fall, the people will fall af- 
ter by heapes , yea if the one doe but limpe, the other will 
halte right downe, and therefoze they eſpectalty muſt haue 
their rough knobbes of vices hewen away, and bee cloſely 
topned together with the moztcr of vnitie and concoꝛde, 
not onely in reſpect of them ſelues, but alſo of the common 
people, whoſe. affections euen by nature, doe gine moze 
credit to their epes, then their eares, and be moꝛe aptly ledde 
by example then by perſwaſon , and therefoꝛe moze auni- 
leth deedes without wozdes , then woꝛdes without deedes. 
Chat good Cmperour Alexander Seucrus, hauing ſent 
foz Ozigene to inſtruct him in Chyiltes religion, _ 
often 
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often ſay, that the concoꝛde, humilitie, patience and cha⸗ 
ritie which hee ſaw amongſt the Th2iſtians did moze mone 
and ſtirre him vp, to belicue that Chziſt was the Sonne 
of Cod, then all Ozigen vehement and learned perſwa- 
ſions, 

To conclude, a good Pꝛeacher hauing a good liuing, 
mult bee a good houſekeeper, Peter was thzee times com- 
maunded to feedc his locke, that is to ſay, by the iudgement 
of Saint Barnard, with ſound doctrine, honeſt life, and good 
hoſpitalitie. When John Baptiſt ſent his Diſciples vn- 
to Chzilt, to aſke if it were hee that ſhould come, oz that they 
ſhoulde looke fo another, he bad them goe agame and tell 
John, not onelp what doctrine they had heard, but alſo 
what wo2kes they had ſcene, who did both feede the ſoules 
of his ſherpe with heauenly boctrine and example of vertuous 
liuing, and their hodies with materiall foode of barly loaues 
and fiſhes, which did moze winne the peoples hartes, then 
all his wonderfull miracles and dinine ſermons which they 
ſaw and heard. A number in theſe our dayes doe beare 
n great name of ſingular Pꝛeachers, with fine eloquent 
tongues: but wee finde not thoſe good olde Parſons that 
were wont to pꝛeach in the plurall number, by example of 
good vertuous lining, and charitable hoſpitalitie. The 
people doe heare much, but the pooze can not finde their olde 
reliefe: ſa ping Pzeachers are good, but doing Pcachers 
are better, happie is that pariſh where both hitteth in one 
man. But whoſocuer will marke it, ſhall finde that a 
meane learned Parſon of an honeſt conuerſation, keping 
a good houſe in his pariſh, ſhall perſwade and pzofit moꝛe 
in comming to one dinner, then the beſt Docoz of diuinitie 
which keepeth no houſe ſhall doe by pꝛeaching of a dozen 
ſolemne Sermons,. And that Gentleman who kepeth a 
good houſe in the countrie, ſhall bee in better credit with 
the people fo2 his liberallitte, then the beſt D2atoz oz law - 
ier in England foz all his eloquence, We (ce by daply 
experience, that the Commons are not fo louing, truſttc 
no! obedient to their ſupertours,as they haue beene in times 
paſt, the chiefe cauſe whereof ( no doubt) is this: whereas 
bcretofoze they haue found = cheare to ſatiſſſe their bun» 
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ger. they finde nothing now but faire honſes,and faire woꝛds 
without either care of their cauſe, oꝛ filling of their mawes, 
It is atrue P2ouerbe, Where the gate of the agiſtrate is 
ſhut againſt the ſubiect,there the gart of the ſubiect is ſhut as 
gainit the Magiſtrate. 

Touching the yonger ſoꝛte of Miniſters, it is a daun⸗ 
gerous thing foz them to bee ripe tov ioone, and pꝛeſume to 
venture vpon waightie cauſes : ſuch ſclfe willed, and ſeife 
learned, become hu:tinll members in the ©hurch : whcre 
wiſe men can keepe moderation and oꝛder, ſuch rach foolcs, 
through igno2ance fall often info errcurs. It is an olde 
Pꝛouerbe, the moze foole the moze impudent: ignozance 
bath alwaics the bolde ſt face: emptie veſſcls make loudeſt 
ſounde, and ſuch as haue lcaſt to ſay, are commonly moſt 
bolde to ſpeake, none ſo fozwarde as blinde bayarde. Un- 
Ckilfull Yipercian biuſhcd not to trouble Percurie with 
his ruſlicall daunces, befozz whom, cunning ©zphes 
us was aſhamed to tune his Yarpe : ſuch arrogancie (na 
doubt) hath beene a great hinderance vnto learning, Pa⸗ 
ny might haue come to wiſedom, if they had not thought 
them ſelues there alreadie. There is a ccrtainc fozeſight, 
vnto the which vnripe peares can neuer come, till age bꝛing 
diſcretion; our iudgements are but weake , our appetites 
variable, our ſences decciuable, and our deſires bnp2ofitable, 
the dapes of our life are ſhoꝛt and cuil,and the knowledge 
we learne in long time vnperfect, and full of erroꝛs: foz as 
it is pꝛoper to God oncly not to erre, ſo is it naturally giuen 
vnto man, ſeldom to hitte the truth. And tperefoze pong 
men can not bee deepe of iudgement, becauſe wiſedom is 
gotten by experience,, and experience in long time. Truth 
is called the daughter of tune, and time the mother of truth: 
hee is wile that can perceiue his owne ignoꝛance. Saint 
Barnard alloweth better of him that huably confeſſeth his 
ignoꝛance, then of him who pꝛoudly pꝛeſumeth of his knows 
ledge: It is moze follcrable ( ſaith D. Some, to open the 
Church dooze to a ſimple mimſter, then the pulpet to a pꝛe⸗ 
ſumptuous pꝛeacher: the ignozant are cuil, the negligent 
wozſe, but the impudent a harebzaine wozſt of all. @aint 
Paule would take vpon him, to know nothing but Cha 
crncificy 
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teruciſled, and his owne infirmities . ©. James would haue 
men quicke and readie to heare, but low and cirtumſpea, to 
ſpeake. . Peter erhozteth young men to decke themſelues 
with humilit ie and lowlineſſe of minde, and to ſubmit them⸗ 
ſelues to their elders: ſo ſayth Jeſus Spꝛach, go not from the 
doctrine of thy elders: 4 in an other place, deſpiſe not the ſer⸗ 
mons of ſuch Elders as haue vnderftanding(ſayth he) but ac⸗ 
quaint thy ſelfe with their wiſe ſentences,foz of the thou ſhalt 
learne wiſcdome: the Pꝛophet Clay in his time thought it a 
thing intollerable , foz pzickearcd bopes to pzeſume againſt 
their elders, oz perſons of lowe degree, againſt the honozable. 
Uiiſe Socrates confeſſed that all the time he had beene ſtu- 
dent in Athens, he had learned only this leſſon, to knowe that 
he knewe nothing: who noting the heate q raſhnes of pouth, 
affirmed it the greateſt vertue in a young ma to acknowledg 
his owne weakencſle, and fo attempt nothing to much: Pi⸗ 
thagozas imoyned his ſcholers to 5̃.peares ſilence befoze they 
ſhould take vpon them to teach others: Plato maketh Sara 
the Image of diuinitie , and Agar the figure of humaine ſci⸗ 
ences,as neceſſarie handmaids, wiſhing young men to dwell 
very long with Xgar, befoze they ventur vpõ Sara, who will 
not be fruittull till riper peares - a god tree is not knowen by 
the leaues and bloſſoms in ſpzing time, but the fruites being 
thꝛough ripe in harueſt: Chꝛiſt himſelfe remayned 30. peres 
in vertuous liuing, befo2e he began to publiſh his dogrine to 
the wo2ld, ſo he that will be a fruitfull teacher muſt firſt win 
the name of a god vertuous liuer. As deepe waters ſeme not 
to runne becauſe of their tilnee,ſfo when art and learning is 
planted in a god vertuous nature, he crowdeth not in to vt- 
ter his ſtuffe, till age bꝛing experience, and ſuch in time be⸗ 
come ancient graue fathers of pzofound iudgement, who ha- 
ning (kill fo diſcerne, cunning to inſtruct, and diſcretion to 
goucrne,are men only fit and meete fo2 ſuch a reuerend fancti- 
on e chargeable office, as a publike pꝛeacher is. It were much 
better foz the pounger ſoꝛt of miniſters to fozbeare the pulpet. 
and giue themſelues to diſtina reading of the holy ſcriptures 
and godly homilies, and ve catechiſing, which is a very p;o+ 
fitable kinde of teaching, till age bzing diſcretion, and learne 
to pꝛate lefle, ⁊ line better: but oy are ſo greatly delighted 
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in hearing themlelues ſpeake, that they dildaine the publike 
reading of the holy ſcriptures and condemne it as a thing in- 
follerable, as though it belonges not to the pꝛeaching of the 
Golpell, which is nothing elſe but to teach + inſtruc the peo- 
ple in faith and god manners: and whether it be done by w2i- 
ting, reading, oz ſpeaking without boke , ſo they be taught, 
the ſpirite of God doth woꝛke effecually , as well by the one 
as the other, though not in like meaſure : when S. Paul did 
wꝛite vnto the Romaines , no doubt he pꝛeached vnto them: 
when Eſoꝛas read Poyſes lawe vnto the people, no doubt he 
pꝛeached vnto them: when Barucke read Jeremies ſermons 
vnto the Jſraclitcs , no doubt he pꝛeached vnto them: when 
Joſua read the whole lawe befo2e the congregation,no doubt 
be pꝛeached vnto them. Moyſes had in euerie Citie thoſe that 
pꝛeached him (ſapth the Euangeliſt) ſeeing hee was read in 
the Sinagogue euerie ſabboth day: the Apoſtle S. Paule ex⸗ 
hozted Timothie to giue attendance, as well to reading as cx⸗ 
hoztation and doctrine , charged the Theſſalonians that his 
Epiſtle ſhould be read vnto all the bzethzcn the laintes, and 
taught p Epheſians that by reading of his Epiſtle, they might 
know his vnderſtanding in the miſterie of Chꝛiſt. Tertulli⸗ 
an calleth the reading of the ſcriptures p feeding of our faith, 
the Cvangelift ſapth,they were wꝛitten foz our learning that 
we might beleeue and liae, and are ſo plaine and eaſie, (ſayth 
the Pſalmiſt) that they giue light and vnderſtanding cuen to 
the ſimple: wherein our Sauiour Chꝛiſt hath plainelp reuea⸗ 
led vnto vs his fathers will, and made his name manifeſt vn⸗ 
to men: happie is he that readeth ( ſapth hee) and thoſe that 
heare x kepe the pꝛopheſie of this boke : and if the holy ſcrip⸗ 
tures ſeme darke 02 hidden to any (ſaith the Apoſtle) it is on⸗ 
ly to thsſc that are left, whom the Cod of this woꝛld hath blin⸗ 
ded: and I thinke verily that a mans conſcience is inoze mas 
ued, better (atiſficd, and ſoundlier ſatiſued by the only woꝛds 
of the text diſtinalp read, then by long tedious diſcourſes of 
mens inuention , and mo2e p2ofited by reading of one godly 
homelie, wherein the truth is plaine y opened and pzoued, 
and falſe doctrine contuted, being well penned in god Method 
and oꝛder to helpe the memoꝛie, then by a dozen of ſuch ver⸗ 
ball vutear ned and contenttous ſermons, as daily — 
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from our young fantaſticall vpſtarts, which by wziting , ad- 
ding and diminiſhing at their pleaſure, doo rather ingender 
malice and ſedition in the heartes ofthe hearers, then wozke 
any god effect. The woꝛd doth not cdifie þ leſſe betaule the cie 
of the ſpcaker is turned do lone to the boke,but rather p boke 
is a meane to kœpe the tongue within compalle of truth, and 
ſure it were much better foz the people to be but meanelp fed 
with god hole ſome dyet, then puft vp fat with meate infected 
with poyſon : courſe houſholde bꝛead is moꝛe healthfull then 
fine manchet mirt with grauell: as of ſound and godly know⸗ 
ledge with meekencſle, charitie, and true denotion, J wiſh 
they had moꝛe then they haue, ſo were it better, that of ſuch 
knowledge as makes theſe hoat talkers 4 contenders toſwell 
ſo bigge, and ſeme ſo wiſe in their owne conceites , they had 
leſſe then they haue, they ſtarue not foz tw little, but rather 
ſurfet with to much. 

Touching cur women pꝛeachers, J bluſh in their behalfe, 
in calling to mind the vnſhamefaſtnes of that ſcre in this our 
croked age: women are taught inthe holy ſcriptures, not to 


imitate their grandmother Cue in vlurping the office of tea - ne, 
ching, neither the example of their ſiſter Mirian, in grudg⸗ Numb. ; -. 
ing againſt Yoyſes , neither ſuch pzoud Jeſabels as boldly Apoc.:, - 


dare vſurp: the name of a P3ophetille to deceiue the ſeruants 


of God, neither ſuch Idle tatlers and buſie bodies, as wander 1 Tim.
